The  Examinations  of  the  Society,  established  in  1884,  are  carefully 
arranged  in  a  systematic  series  of  Progressive  Grades,  embracing  a 
complete  course  of  musical  study,  and  they  thus  constitute  a  most 
valuable  guide  for  Teachers  in  testing  and  recording  the  progress  ol 
their  pupils. 

The  Examinations  are  characterised  by  the  following  special 
features : — 

Two  Examiners  adjudicate  in 'all  cases. 

Candidates  are  known  to  the  Examiners  only  by  registration 
numbers. 

No  Local  Representatives  are  appointed  by  ihe  Society,  but  the 
whole  of  the  work  in  connection  with  the  Examinations  is  done 
through  the  General  Office. 

The  syllabus  is  prepared  by  a  Committee  of  experienced  Teachers, 
who  are  qualified  Ly  active  practice  to  judge  of  the  standard  which 
should  be  attained  by  pupils  in  all  stages  of  progress. 

In  order  to  render  the  Examinations  useful  throughout  the  whole 
course  of  instruction,  they  are  arranged  in  a  systematic  series  of 
Progressive  Grades,  commencing  with  the  easiest  and  leading  up  to 
the  highest  and  most  difficult  (Higher  Advanced).  A  Preparatory 
Grade  has  been  added  to  the  Examination  in  Pianoforte  Playing,  to 
secure  progress  in  a  right  direction  from  the  very  commencement 
of  study.  Assuming  that  a  candidate  takes  the  Preparatory  Grade 
at  the  a<;e  of  nine,  a  year  is  supposed  to  elapse  before  Grade  I.  is 
taken  ;  another  year  before  Grade  11*  ;  two  years  before  Grade  III.  ; 
the  same  between  Grades  III.  and  IV.,  and  between  Grades  IV. 
(Advanced)  and  V.  (Higher  Advanced)  ;  thus  giving  eight  years  as  a 
reasonable  time  for  the  whole  course.  This  is  in  no  sense  binding, 
but  is  merely  suggested  as  a  general  educational  guide  An  exact 
definition  of  wha-  is  required  in  each  grade  is  given  in  the  syllabus, 
so  that  Teachers  are  enabled  to  select  the  one  best  adapted  to  the 
requirements  of  each  pupil,  and  in  which  there  is  a  good  prospect 
of  success.  Thus  the  system  of  examining  adopted  by  the  Society 
embraces  a  series  of  tests  for  recording  the  work  and  progress  of 
a  pupil.

SUMMARY     OF     THE     ADMIRALTY      REGULATIONS 

(1905-1909). 

T  ]  nder  the  New  System  of  Training  all  Officers  of  the  Executive 
^  and  Engineer  Branches  of  the  Royal  Navy  or  of  the  Royal 
Marines  will  enter  His  Majesty's  Service  as  Naval  Cadets  under 
identical  conditions  and  will  be  educated  and  trained  together  until 
passing  as  Sub-Lieutenants. 

Naval  Cadets  will  undergo  a  course  of  instruction  in  the  Training 
Establishments  for  a  period  of.  four  years,  of  which  two  years  will 
be  at  Osborne  and  the  remainder  at  Dartmouth  ;  there  will  be  three 
terms  in  each  year. 

The  first  term  of  each  year  will  be  approximately  from  15th 
January  to  15th  April,  the  second  from  7th  May  to  7th  August,  and 
the  third  from  15th  September  to  15th  December. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  time  of  the  Cadets  is  given  to  the 
practical  study  of  Engineering  in  the  Workshop  and  Instructional 
Steamboats  attached  to  the  Colleges,  and  also  in  the  Training 
Cruisers.  ; 

In  addition  to  the  lessons  which  the  Cadets  receive  in  the 
Instructional  Steamboats,  they  are,  while  in  their  first  term  at 
Osborne,  sent  out  for  a  period  of  about  a  week  in  the  Training 
Cruiser  attached  to  the  College,  in  order  that  they  may  acquire  an 
early  familiarity  with  the  actual  working  conditions  of  sea  life. 

During  these  cruises  the  ordinary  course  of  studies  will  be 
followed,  but  a  larger  proportion  of  time  will  be  given  to  Practical 
Engineering,  Seamanship,  and  Navigation. 

After  leaving  the  Training  Establishment,  Cadets  will  go  to  sea, 
time  gained  on  passing  out  counting  as  previously.  The  instruction 
of  Midshipmen,   while  serving  in  sea-going  ships,  will,  as  regards

seamanship,  be  given  as  before  by  an  Executive  Officer  deputed  by 
the  Captain,  and  in  other  respects  will,  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  Captain,  be  carried  out  by  the  Engineer,  Gunnery, 
Marine,  Navigating  and  Torpedo  Lieutenants  of  the  respective 
ships.  They  will  be  examined  annually  in  seamanship,  navigation 
and  pilotage,  gunnery,  torpedo  and  engineering.  At  the  end  of 
thiee  years  every  Midshipman  who  has  passed  the  standard  at  the 
last  annual  examination,  and  the  final  examination  in  seamanship 
before  a  board  constituted  as  hitherto,  will  become  an  Acting 
Sub-Lieutenant,  and  if  abroad  will  return  to  England. 

Acting  Sub-Lieutenants  will  go  to  the  R.N.  College,  Greenwich, 
for  a  three  months'  course  in  mathematics,  navigation  and  pilotage, 
followed  by  an  examination,  and  then  to  Portsmouth,  for  a  six 
months'  course  in  gunnery,  torpedo  and  engineering.  At  the  end  of 
the  course  they  will  be  examined  and  classed,  and  on  passing  will 
be  confirmed  Sub-Lieutenants.  These  officers  will  then  be  dis- 
tributed, as  already  mentioned,  between  the  Executive  and  Engineer 
branches  of  the  Navy  and  the  Royal  Marines. 

To  be  admitted  .o  the  Osborne  College,  boys  must  be  of  pure 
European  descent  and  the  sons  either  of  natural  born  British 
subjects  or  parents  naturalised  in  the  United  Kingdom.  If  any 
doubt  arises  upon  this  question  the  burden  of  clear  proof  that  he  is 
qualified  will  rest  upon  the  Candidate. 

Appointments  to  Naval  Cadetships  will  be  made  by  nomination 
subject  to  the  nominees  passing  a  limited  competitive  examination. 
Candidates  who  fail  to  pass  will  not  be  allowed  a  second  trial. 

No  nomination  will  be  given  to  boys  whose  parents  or  guardians 
do  not  declare  for  them  that  they  are  prepared  to  enter  any  one  of 
the  three  branches  of  the  Service  at  the  termination  of  their 
probationary  period  of  service  afloat. 

As  far  as  possible  each  Officer  will  be  allowed  to  choose  which 
branch  of  Service  he  will  join,  but  this  must  be  subject  to  the 
proviso  that  all  alike  are  satisfactorily  filled. 

All  nominations  of  Candidates  foi  Naval  Cadetships  are  made 
by  the  First  Lord,  with  the  exception  of  a  limited  number  which 
are  at  the  disposal  of  individual  members  of  the  Board,  and  of 
certain  officers  of  the  Royal  Navy. 
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A  Flag  Officer,  or  a  Commodore  ist  Class  appointed  to  the  chief 
command  of  a  station,  or  to  a  separate  command,  and  a  Captain, 
on  first  appointment  as  such  to  the  command  of  a  ship  in  full 
commission,  will  be  allowed  to  nominate  one  Candidate  provided 
the  privilege  is  exercised  within  six  months  of  appointment  and 
that  the  Candidate  is  not  less  than  twelve  years  old  when  nominated, 
and  that  he  is  considered  suitable  by  the  interviewing  Committee. 
Before  entry  he  will  have  to  pass  the  Qualifying  Examination. 

A  limited  number  of  nominations  are  given  annually  to  boys 
belonging  to  families  resident  in  the  Colonies.  The  names  of 
Candidates  are  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  by  the  Govern- 
ments of  the  Colonies  concerned. 

Applications  for  nominations  should  be  addressed  to  the  Assistant 
Private  Secretary  to  the  First  Lord,  and  should  not  be  made  until 
the  Candidate  has  reached  eleven  years  of  age. 

The  applications  must  be  received  at  the  Admiralty — ■ 

For  the  March  Examination  before  the  ist  January. 
For  the  July  do.  do.     ist  May. 

For  the  December    do.  do.     ist  October. 

Every  Candidate  desirous  of  receiving  a  nomination*  from  the 
First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty  will  be  required  to  present  himself 
before  a  Committee  which  will  sit  at  the  Admiralty  for  the 
purpose  of  interviewing  Candidates  shortly  before  the  Qualifying 
Examination  takes  place.  The  fact,  however,  of  a  Candidate 
being  invited  to  appear  before  this  Committee  is  not  to  be 
understood  as  in  any  degree  implying  that  he  will  necessarily 
receive  a  nomination. 

The  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  reserve  to  themselves 
full  discretion  to  request  the  withdrawal  of  any  Cadet  from  the 
Royal  Naval  College,  if  after  a  sufficient  trial  he  is  in  their  opinion 
for  any  reason  unsuitable  for  the  Naval  Service.  This  discretion 
will,  as  a  rule,  be  exercised  at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  but  the 
proficiency  and  progress  of  the  Cadets  will  be  periodically  deter- 
mined, and  they  may  be  required,  if  necessary,  to  withdraw  at  a 
later  stage. 

*Except  Colonial  nominees  who  are  being  educated  in  the  Colonies. 
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Parents  or  guardians  will  be  required  to  sign  a  declaration  on 
the  admission  of  a  Cadet  to  the  Training  Establishment  to  the 
effect  that  he  shall  be  immediately  withdrawn  on  the  receipt  of  an 
official  intimation  of  his  being  considered  unfit  for  the  Navy. 

Candidates  whose  conduct  is  unsatisfactory  may  at  any  time  be 
required  to  withdraw. 

The  nominations  will  be  made  three  times  a  year,  a  few  weeks 
before  the  date  fixed  for  the  examination  of  Candidates. 

The  Candidate  will  be  required  to  produce  :  (i)  A  Registrar's 
certificate  of  date  of  birth  or  a  declaration  thereof  made  before  a 
magistrate  (a  certificate  of  baptism  will  not  be  accepted).  (2)  A 
certificate  of  good  conduct  from  the  masters  of  the  school  or  schools 
at  which  he  may  have  been  educated  during  the  two  previous  years, 
or,  if  educated  at  home,  from  his  tutor  or  the  clergyman  of  the 
parish  in  which  he  resides.  (3)  Proofs  of  good  health  and  freedom 
from  any  predisposition  to  constitutional  or  hereditary  disease  or 
weakness  of  any  kind. 

Candidates  will  be  examined  only  once. 

Should  boys  who  have  received  nominations  be  prevented  by 
illness  from  taking  the  Qualifying  Examination,  their  nominations 
may  be  postponed  till  the  next  examination,  if  their  age  permits, 
but  should  they  not  be  able  to  present  themselves  for  examination 
within  the  limits  so  prescribed,  they  will  be  finally  excluded  from 
entering  the  Naval  College. 

Should  any  case  occur  where  a  Candidate's  age  prevents  his 
nomination  being  deferred,  the  Admiralty  will  consider  whether 
special  arrangements  can  be  made  for  him  to  be  examined  by  the 
Head  Master  of  the  Royal  Naval  College,  Osborne,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  ensuing  term,  if  then  well  enough. 

The  Qualifying  Examinations  will  be  in  March,  July,  and 
December,  and  the  appointments  will  date  from  the  15th  May, 
15th  September,  15th  January,  following  respectively. 

*  Every  Candidate  must  be  in  good  health,  and  free  from  any 
physical  defect  of  body,  impediment  of  speech,  defect  of  sight  or 
hearing,  and  also  from  any  predisposition  to  constitutional  or 
hereditary  disease  or  weakness  of  any  kind,  and  in  all  respects  well

The  Qualifying  Examination  will  be  as  follows  :—

r .  English  (including  writing  from  dictation,  simple  composition, 
and  reproduction  of  the  gist  of  a  short  passage  twice  read 
aloud  to  the  candidates). 

2.  History  and  Geography,  with  special  reference  to  the  British 

Empire. 

3.  Arithmetic  and  Algebra. 

N.B.— Two-thirds  of  this  paper  will  be  on  Arithmetic.     The 
use  of  algebraic  symbols  and  processes  will  be  allowed. 

Arithmetic. — The  simple  and  compound  rules,  avoirdupois 
weight,  linear  and  square  and  cubic  measures,  the  ele- 
mentary mensuration  of  rectangular  surfaces  and  volumes, 
measure  of  capacity  (pints,  quarts,  gallons),  the  metric 
system  (the  metre,  gramme,  and  litre,  with  their  multiples 
and  sub-multiples),  money  (including  the  relation  of  the 
cent  to  the  dollar  and  the  Centime  to  the  franc),  reduction, 
simple  proportion,  factors,  the  addition,  subtraction,  multi- 
plication, division  and  simplification  of  vulgar  fractions, 
and  non-recurring  decimal  fractions. 

Algebra. — The  meaning  of  Algebraical  symbols,  substitution 
of   values,  easy  identities,  factors,  fractions,   equations  of 
the  first   degree    including  simultaneous   equations,    veri-. 
fication  of  the  solution   of  equations,  problems  leading  to 
simple  equations 

4.  Geometry. — The  paper   will    consist   of    questions   both    on 

Practical  and  Theoretical  Geometry. 
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All  Candidates  must  be  provided  with  a  ruler  graduated  in 
inches  and  tenths,  and  also  in  centimetres  and  millimetres, 
a  small  set  square,  a  protractor,  pencil,  compasses,  and  a 
hard  pencil. 

Any  proof  of  a  proposition  will  be  accepted  which  appears  to 
the  Examiner  to  form  part  of  a  systematic  treatment  of 
the  subject. 

Proofs  of  the  validity  of  constructions  will  not,  as  a  rule,  be 
expected,  but  they  may  be  asked  for. 

Practical  Geometry. — Bisection  of  angles  and  straight  lines, 
construction  of  perpendiculars  to  straight  lines,  construction 
of  triangles  with  three  parts  given,  formation  of  such 
angles  as  6o°,  300,  450,  22J0,  without  the  use  of  the 
protractor,  construction  of  angles  equal  to  a  given  angle, 
construction  of  squares,  rectangles  and  parallelograms, 
construction  of  parallels  to  a  given  straight  line,  division 
of  straight  lines  into  a  number  of  equal  parts. 

Theoretical  Geometry.— Definitions  of  the  principal  terms 
used  either  in  practical  or  theoretical  geometry  within  the 
limits  of  the  syllabus.  The  substance  of  the  theorems 
contained  in  Euclid,  Book  I.,  Propositions  4  to  6,  8,  13  to 
16,  18,  19,  26,  30,  32  to  34. 

Very  simple  deductions  from  these  theorems.  The  order  in 
which  the  theorems  are  stated  is  not  imposed  as  the 
sequence  of  their  treatment. 

5.  French   or  German  (importance  will  be  attached  to  the  oral 

examination). 

6.  Latin  (easy  passages  for  translation  from  Latin  into  English 

and   from   English    into  Latin,    and    simple    grammatical 
questions) .

In  addition  to  the  above  payments,  the  parent  or  guardian  is 
charged  with  the  cost  of  outfit  and  personal  expenses  incurred  by 
a  Cadet  for  washing,  repairing  boots  and  clothes,  instruments, 
school  books,  sports,  etc.,  as  well  as  the  allowance  of  is.  a  week 
paid  as  pocket  money,  amounting  to  probably  not  more  than  ^"8  a 
term. 

Parents  or  guardians  are  required  to  declare  in  writing  their 
intention  that  the  Candidate,  if  he  obtains  a  Cadetship,  shall  adopt 
the  Navy  as  his  profession  in  life  ;  and  it  is  subject  to  this 
undertaking  that  Candidates  are  selected  for  Cadetships.  Every 
Cadet  who  enters  the  Royal  Naval  College  must  therefore  be 
prepared  to  continue  his  training  as  long  as  the  Admiralty  are 
satisfied  with  his  progress,  and  parents  are  not  at  liberty  to  withdraw 
their  sons  at  will. 

On  the  entry  of  a  Cadet,  parents  or  guardians  will  be  required  to 
undertake  that,  in  the  event  of  his  withdrawing  or  being  withdrawn 
from  the  College,  or  from  the  Navy  before  being  confirmed  as  a 
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Sub-Lieutenant:  they  will  pay  to  the  Admiralty,  if  demanded,  the 
sum  of  ^25  per  term  in  respect  of  each  term  passed  by  him  at  the 
R.N.  Colleges,  Osborne  and  Dartmouth,  from  the  date  of  his  entry 
to  the  date  of  his  withdrawal,  as  a  contribution  towards  the  balance 
of  the  cost  of  his  training  and  maintenance  not  covered  by  the 
annual  payment  of  ^75.  This  undertaking  does  not  apply  to  Cadets 
withdiawn  at  the  request  of  the  Admiralty. 

All  travelling  expenses  for  Cadets  are  advanced  by  the  Paymaster 
of  the  College,  who  will  charge  the  sum  to  the  Cadet's  personal 
account. 

Since  the  Cadets  have  a  weekly  allowance  paid  to  them  as  pocket 
money,  and  since  an  amount  is  allowed  by  the  Government  to  pay 
the  expenses  attending  their  amusements,  it  is  requested  that  their 
friends  do  not  give  them  any  money  except  on  joining,  or  on  their 
return  from  the  vacations,  and  that  the  amount  should  then  be 
reasonable.  It  is  particularly  requested  that  this  Regulation  be 
strictly  adhered  to.  Such  money  as  may  be  required  by  a  Cadet 
for  any  special  circumstances  will  be  advanced  by  the  Paymaster 
under  the  authority  of  the  Captain. 

Parents  or  guardians  are  further  required  to  make  a  private 
allowance  of  £50  per  annum  to  Cadets  from  the  expiration  of  their 
period  of  training  at  the  Colleges  until  they  reach  the  rank  of 
Sub-Lieutenant . 

With  a  view  to  preventing  Candidates  who  may  be  physically 
unfit  for  His  Majesty's  Service  from  incurring  the  inconvenience 
and  expense  of  preparing  for  commissions  in  the  Royal  Navy,  it  is 
suggested  that  they  undergo  examination  by  a  qualified  medical 
practitioner  on  those  points  upon  which  Candidates  will,  previous 
to  entry,  be  physically  examined  at  the  Admiralty. 

This  private  examination  is  merely  suggested  as  a  guide  for 
intending  Candidates,  and  to  lessen  the  chances  of  disappointment. 

It  should  be  particularly  noted  that  full  normal  vision — as 
determined  by  Snellen's  tests — is  required.

TT  is  said  that  at  an  early  period  of  his  career  the  great 
Napoleon  entertained  serious  intentions  of  taking  service  in  the 
Army  of  Britain  :  said,  also  is  it,  that  the  Corsican  was  constrained 
in  what  almost  became  a  resolve  by  the  attractions  the  military 
service  of  this  country  even  then  offered  in  the  way  of  travel  and 
enterprise.  Whether  these  statements  be  true  or  not,  the  fact 
remains  that  for  a  young  man  of  energy  and  ambition  service  in 
the  British  Army  offers  many  inducements.  Chances  of  active 
warfare  in  one  portion  or  another  of  the  globe  are  seldom  wanting ; 
a  circumstance  that  recalls  an  ^interesting  fact,  that  in  an  officer's 
service,  which  may  be  set  down  at  about  30  years,  the  average 
of  his  activities  in  the  British  Army  exceed  those  of  his  con- 
temporaries in  any  Continental  Army  by  at  least  eight  times.  His 
opportunities  of  seeing  the  world  are  practically  unlimited,  and 
possibilities  of  civil  employment,  more  especially  in  the  case  of  the 
Indian  Army,  the  Royal  Engineers,  and  the  Army  Service  Corps, 
which  affords  in  many  departments  a  fine  business  training,  offer 
inducements  to  men  whose  ambitions  are  not  military  alone  to  make 
their  military  career  a  stepping  stone  to  wider  Imperial,  or  even 
Commercial  enterprise. 

The  question  of  pounds,  shillings,  and  pence  rarely  occupies  a 
very  large  space  in  the  mind  of  a  young  man.  To  a  parent  or 
guardian,  however,  the  case  is  different;  and,  in  considering  the 
Army  as  a  possible  career,  the  question  of  pay  and  of  the  possibility 
of  living  on  it  assumes  an  importance  that  cannot  be  over-rated, 
Before  discussing  the  question  of  education  for  the  Army,  it  will 
therefore  be  best  to  go  into  the  question  of  the  Army  as  a  career, 
or  rather  as  a  means  of  gaining  a  livelihood. 

This  can  be  done  most  clearly  by  means  of  some  tabular 
statements  taken  from  the  "  Royal  Warrant  for  the  Pay,  etc., 
of  the  Army,"  published  in  1 908.  The  first  of  the  following  tables 
shows  the  pay  of  various  ranks  up  to  lieut. -colonel  in  the  chief 
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branches  of  the  Army.     The  various  corps  are  arranged  in  order  of 
pay,  from  that  of  the  Royal  Engineers  to  that  of  the  Infantry  :--

The  above  tables  will  give  some  idea  of  the  pecuniary  prospects 
in  the  various  branches  of  the  Army,  apart  from  the  questions  of 
outfit  and  cost  of  living.  As  regards  these  points,  the  following 
may  be  taken  as  a  rough  guide.  The  original  outfit  will  cost 
£100 :  in  some  cavalry  regiments,  however,  the  primary  outlay 
will  amount  to  a  good  deal  more.  A  young  man  should  with 
care  be  able  to  live  on  his  pay  in  the  Royal  Engineers,  Royal 
Army  Medical  Corps,  Army  Service  Corps,  and  Indian  Army  ;  but 
an  allowance  of  £50  a  year  would  be  a  very  desirable  addition 
to  a  youngster's  pay  on  first  jo'ining  a  company  of  the  Royal 
Garrison  Artillery.  As  an  addition  to  the  pay  of  a  second 
lieutenant  in  the  Field  Artillery  or  Infantry,  £100  a  year  may  be 
taken  as  the  normal  minimum  almost  essential  in  some  regiments. 

Lastly,  as  regards  the  Cavalry,  one  of  the  numerous  Committees 
that  have  considered  the  question  of  military  education,  and  the 
supply  of  officers  for  the  Army,  laid  it  down  some  time  ago  that 
they  could  find  no  reason  why  young  officers  with  a  private  income 
of  about  £"200  a  year  should  not  live  in  comfort  in  a  Cavalry 
regiment.  The  Army  Council  have  issued  a  variety  of  "orders," 
"regulations,"  and  "minutes"  on  the  subject  of  expenses  in  the 
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Cavalry  service,  but  the  extent  to  which  they  have  succeeded  in 
checking  extravagances  that  recently  prevailed  can  scarcely  be 
assessed.  What  in  one  regiment  would  be  sufficient,  in  another 
would  possibly  be  little  more  than  a  starvation  pittance.  In  con- 
sidering the  entry  of  their  sons  for  the  Cavalry  service  parents 
should  be  guided  by  the  advice  of  friends  in  individual  cases,  or 
the  results  of  private  enquiries.  A  severe  lesson  was  taught  the 
Army  tailors  this  year  (1911),  when,  after  they  had  spent  many 
thousands  of  pounds  on  preparing  for  an  expected,  but  unnecessary, 
order  of  sashes,  public  opinion  was  so  roused  that  the  order  was 
cancelled  within  a  few  days. 

In  the  brigade  of  Foot  Guards  it  is  expected  that  an  applicant 
for  a  commission  should  have,  or  be  provided  with,  an  income  of 
at  least  £400  per  annum. 

"Army  Reform"  has  been  the  sport  of  successive  Governments 
for,  it  is  feared,  more  years  than  it  has  been  to  the  advantage  of 
the  machine  to  submit  to  the  process.  What  it  most  wants  at  this 
moment  is  a  prolonged  period  of  rest,  of  non-interference,  in  which 
it  may  do  something  towards  working  out  its  own  destiny.  Mean- 
while, it  is  as  difficult  as  ever  to  formulate  anything  like  a 
trustworthy  precis  of  the  military  system  of  the  Empire.  For 
instance,  the  country  has  witnessed  the  destruction  of  its  old 
Constitutional  Force,  the  Militia,  likewise  of  its  Volunteers,  and 
beheld  an  attempt,  that  has  only  been  attended  with  a  partial 
measure  of  success,  to  form,  with  the  old  Militia  and  the  Volunteers 
as  its  nucleus,  an  "  Imperial  Army  of  the  Second  Line,"  called 
the  Territorial  Force.  That  attempt  next  year  reaches  a  crucial 
stage. 

Secondary  to  the  "  Expeditionary  Force,"  as  the  Regular  Army 
serving  at  home  is  now  called,  are  certain  grouped  units  that  are 
intended  to  be  utilised  as  training  centres  for  recruits  for  the 
Regular  Army  and  the  Special  Contingents,  the  latter  a  series  of 
semi-professional  cadres  that  in  war  will  serve  the  Expeditionary 
Force  on  lines  of  communication,  and  in  several  of  its  subsidiary 
supply  services,  and  be  raised  in  peace  on  a  Militia  basis,  under- 
going then  a  period  of    six  months'  training  on  enlistment  and 
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annual  refresher  courses  of  fifteen  days  subsequently.  It  will  be 
liable  for  service  on  the  mobilisation  of  the  First  Class  Army 
Reserve.  Denominated  the  Special  Reservists,  these  units  will  be 
constituted  means,  as  formerly  was  the  Militia,  by  which  young 
men  may  forge  their  way  into  the  commissioned  ranks  of  the 
Army.  The  same  privilege  is  extended  to  officers  of  the  Territorial 
Force.  The  channels  through  which  commissions  in  the  Regular 
Army  may  now  be  gained  are  therefore  :  — 

The  Royal  Military  College  (Sandhurst) ;  The  Royal 
Military  Academy  (Woolwich) ;  The  Universities  (including 
Colonial  Universities)  ;  The  Special  Reserve  ;  The 
Territorial  Force  (including  the  Yeomanry) ;  The  Royal 
Military  College,  Kingston,  Canada;  The  Colonial 
Military  Forces;    and  through  the  Ranks. 

At  least  four  thousand  additional  officers  will  be  required  to 
produce  the  war  complement  of  the  Expeditionary  Force,  and  a 
similar  number  to  fill  the  commissioned  ranks  of  the  Territorial 
Army  that  is  now  in  process  of  evolution.  For  the  former,  a 
scheme  is  in  operation  by  which  it  is  hoped  to  draw  from  the 
Universities  and  Public  Schools  young  gentlemen  who  will 
undergo  short  courses  of  practical  instruction  with  Regular 
Troops  after  a  period  of  Cadet  Service  in  School  and  University 
Training  Corps,  subsequently  to  be  available  to  serve  with  the 
Expeditionary  Force  when  the  First  Class  of  the  Army  Reserve 
is  mobilised  ;  and  for  the  Territorial  Army  it  is  hoped  to  raise  a 
sufficiency   of    trained   officers   from    the   Public  Schools   as    well. 

Commissions  at  the  rate  of  one  for  the  Artillery,  one  for  the 
Indian  Army,  and  five  for  each  of  the  other  branches  (Royal 
Engineers  excepted)  are  granted  each  half-year  on  the  nomination 
of  the  following  Universities  or  groups  of  Universities  : — 

(a)  Oxford. 

(b)  Cambridge. 

(c)  Dublin. 

(d)  London. 
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(e)   Universities  of  Scotland. 

(1)  Manchester,  Leeds,  Liverpool. 

(2)  Durham,  Birmingham,  Wales. 

(g)  Such  chartered  Universities  in  the  Colonies  as  have  estab- 
lished courses  of  military  instruction  approved  by  the  Army 
Council. 


Nomination  is  made  in  January  and  July  of  each  year.  Candi- 
dates must  be : — 

(c/)  Unmarried. 

(b)  Suitable,  in    the  opinion    of  the   Army  Council,  to  hold  a 
commission. 

(c)  Able   to  produce  a   certificate  of  goon,  character  from   the 
head  of  the  University  or  College. 

A  candidate  must : — 

(1)  Fulfil  certain  conditions  as  to  residence  or  presence  during  a 
certain  course  of  study  at  the  University. 

(2)  Qualify  for  a   degree  in  an   approved  subject,  or   group  of 
subjects. 

Note. — First-class  honours  or  other  equivalent   distinction 
will  antedate  the  candidate's  commission  one  year. 

(3)  Besides  studying  for  a  degree,  attend  a  curriculum  of  military 
instruction  at  the  University. 

(4)  Fulfil  conditions  as  to  attachment  to  a  Regular  unit  of  the 
Army. 

(5)  Qualify  in  an  examination  in  military  subjects. 

(6)  Pass  a  medical  examination. 

A  candidate  for  the  Royal  Artillery  must,  in  addition,  show  that 
he  has  qualified  in  the  subject  of  Mathematics  I.,  as  required  in  the 
Army  Qualifying  Examination  of  a  candidate  for  Entrance  to  the 
Royal  Military  Academy.

Candidates  who  desire  may  take  up  the  examination  in  two 
parts.  For  this  purpose  the  subjects  are  diyided  into  groups  as 
shown.  Either  A  or  B  may  be  taken  first.  C  cannot  be  taken 
alone,  but  must  be  taken  with  either  A  or  B. 

Candidates  must  be  attached  to  a  Regular  unit  for  six  weeks  in 
each  of  two  consecutive  years  or  twelve  weeks  in  one  year,  and 
must  obtain  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  military  proficiency. 

But  it  is  not  so  much  with  these  that  in  this  short  article  we 
are  concerned,  but  rather  with  the  more  completely  professional 
Officer  who  will  make  his  way  into  the  Army,  presumably,  by 
one  or  other  of  the  above-mentioned  channels. 

For  the  present  at  all  events  it  remains  that  two-thirds — and  in 
the  case  of  Artillery  and  Engineer  commissions  nearly  all — of  the 
commissions  available  are  to  be  obtained  through  the  Cadet 
College  of  Sandhurst  and  Woolwich.  It  will  be  well,  therefore,  to 
consider  next  the  preparation  necessary  before  entry  into  these 
establishments. 

The  changes  have  been  vast.  When  this  volume  was  last  issued, 
we  stated  that  the  period  was  one  of  transition.  We  might  have 
said  one  of  revolution,  with  perfect  justice.  The  War  Office  is 
good  enough  to  furnish  us  with  documents  which  at  the  time  of 
writing  will  not  be  officially  promulgated  for  at  least  two  months, 
and  may  be  subjected  to  alterations,  which,  however,  we  are  assured 
will  be  slight. 

First  of   all,  the    lower  limit  of   age  for  candidates  is  reduced 

to  16|r  years,  commencing  with   the   competitive   examination    in 

Novemter^and    Teccnter,    Hll.      The    upper    limit   remains    at 
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19J  years,  but  will  eventually  be  reduced  to  19  years.  For  the 
June  and  July  examinations  in  1912,  the  lower  age  limit  is  reduced 
from  17|  to  17  years.     The  upper  limit  remains  at  19^  years. 

The  age  for  admission  to  the  Army  Qualifying  examinations 
is  reduced  from  17  years  to  16  years  for  the  examinations  in 
September,  1911,  or  March,  1912,  after  which  no  further  qualifying 
examinations  are  to  be  held  for  the  Army  Qualifying  Board. 

There  is  a  new  definition  of  a  heaving  Certificate  as  follows  : — 
"  A  Leaving  Certificate  for  Army  purposes  is  a  certificate  which 
testifies  to  a  certain  standard  of  proficiency  in  the  subjects  stated  in 
these  regulations,  and  which  is  granted  by  certain  bodies  to 
candidates  not  less  than  16  years  of  age  who  have  attended  a  course  of 
study  at  a  school  approved  by  the  Army  Council."  The  italics  are  in  the 
official  documents. 

The  decision  of  the  Army  Council  regarding  antedating  of 
University  candidates  is  not  yet  issued. 

April  1st,  1912,  marks  the  most  decisive  changes.  New  regulations 
to  the  following  effect  then  come  into  force  : — 

(a)  The  possession  of  a  Leaving  Certificate,  or  of  a  certificate  of 
having  passed  the  Army  Qualifying  examinations,  will  not  be 
included  in  the  qualifications  required  for  admission  to  a 
competitive  examination  for  the  Royal  Military  Academy  or 
the  Royal  Military  College.  The  possession  of  such  certificate 
will  not  exempt  a  competitor  at  an  examination  held  after 
31st  March,  1912,  from  the  necessity  of  qualifying  in  certain 
obligatory  subjects.  These  certificates  will,  however,  retain 
their  value  as  qualifications  in  other  respects. 

'(b)  The  examinations  for  admission  to  the  Royal  Military 
Academy  and  Royal  Military  College  to  be  held  in  the  summer 
•of  1912,  and  each  half  year  subsequently,  will  be  conducted  as 
heretofore  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  and  will  be 
named  "  Army  Entrance  Examinations."  These  Examinations 
will  combine  the  functions  of  the  present  examinations  for 
Leaving  Certificates  (for  Army  purposes),  the  present  Army 
Qualifying  examinations,  and  the  present  competitive  examina- 
tions for  admission  to  the  Royal  Military  Academy  and  Royal 
Military  College. 
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(c)  A  candidate  for  admission  to  the  Royal  Military  Academy 
or  Royal  Military  College  by  competition  will,  in  order  to  be 
eligible  to  be  included  in  the  list  of  successful  competitors  at 
an  Army  Entrance  Examination,  be  required  to  qualify,  at  that 
examination,  in  each  of  the  obligatory  subjects  for  admission 
to  the  Royal  Military  Academy  or  Royal  Military  College, 
respectively. 

1  he  aggregate  of  the  marks  in  the  obligatory  and  optional 
subjects  obtained  by  a  candidate  who  qualifies  in  the  obligatory  subjects 
will  decide  his  place  on  the  competitive  list.

The  last  examination  in  England  and  Wales  for  the  Leaving 
Certificate  will  be  held  in  Michaelmas  Term,  1911,  and  last  Army 
Qualifying  examination  in  March,  1912. 

A  candidate  in  possession  of  "  Certificate  A,"  obtained  in  the 
Officers'  Training  Corps,  will  continue  to  be  entitled  to  add  200 
marks  to  his  aggregate. 

The  programme  for  future  Leaving  Certificate,  Army  Qualifying, 
Competitive,  and  Army  Entrance  Examinations,  is  as  follows  : —

The  first  examination  under  the  new  regulations.  Candidates  for 
admission  to  the  Royal  Military  Academy  and  Royal  Military 
College  by  competition  must  qualify  at  the  examination  at  which 
they  compete.  Candidates  who  desire  to  qualify  can  do  so  at  Army 
Entrance  Examinations  only.  November  and  December,  1912  : 
For  Royal  Military  Academy,  10^ — 19 -3-  years;  for  Royal  Military 
College,  17 — 19|  years.  For  qualification  only,  16|  years  and  up- 
wards. June  and  July,  1913,  and  half-yearly  subsequently:  For 
Royal  Military  Academy,  16^ — 19|-  years;  for  Royal  Military 
College,  17 — 19J  years.

Still  more  remarkable  is  the  scheme  by  which  a  certain  number 
of  Cadetships  at  the  Royal  Military  College  will  be  reserved  for 
candidates  who  will   be   nominated   by  the  Army   Council  from 
schools  to  be  specially  recognised  for  that  purpose.      These  must 
maintain    a    contingent  of   the   Officers'  Training    Corps    and.be 
inspected  once  in  five  years  by  the  Scotch  Education  Department ; 
Central  Welsh  Board  of    Intermediate   Education  ;    the  Board  of 
Education  ;   Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools  Examination  Board  ; 
University  of  London  ;  University  of  Birmingham  ;  Oxford  Local 
Examination  Delegacy,  or  Cambridge  Local  Examination  Syndicate. 
To  be  eligible  for  nomination  By  the  Army  Council  to  acadetship 
at  the  Royal  Military  College,  a  candidate  will  be  required  : — 
To 'be  recommended  by  the  Head  Master  of  his  school  as  suitable, 
in  all  respects,  for  admission    to  the  Royal  Military  College, 
with  a  view  to  his  obtaining  eventually  a  commission  in  the 
Regular  Army. 
To  have  attended  continuously  for,  at  least,   3  years  at  one  or 

more  recognised  schools. 
To  have  been  in  residence  at  his  school  to  the  end  of  the  school 

term  immediately  preceding  his  nomination. 
To  be  an  "  efficient  "  member  of  the  school  contingent  of  the 
Officers'  Training  Corps,  after  January,  1912. 
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To  be  within  the  limits  of  age  laid  down  for  admission  to  the 
Royal  Military  College  by  competition. 

To  fulfil  the  general  conditions  for  admission  to  the  Royal 
Military  College  as  laid  down  in  the  regulations. 

Nomination  will  be  made  by  the  Army  Council  in  January  and 
August  for  admission  to  the  Royal  Military  College  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  following  spring  and  autumn  terms,  respectively. 

The  number  of  candidates  to  be  nominated  from  any  one  school 
will  be  determined  on  each  occasion  by  the  Army  Council. 

Head  Masters  of  recognised  schools  will  be  required  to  submit  to 
the  Secretary,  War  Office,  on  or  before  the  1st  January  and 
1st  August  each  year  : — 

A  provisional  list  of  candidates  who  will  be  recommended  for 
nomination  by  the  Army  Council  to  cadetship  at  the  Royal 
Military  College  at  the  following  spring  and  autumn  terms, 
respectively. 

A  revised  and  final  list  of  candidates,  in  order  of  merit,  who  are 
recommended  for  nomination  by  the  Army  Council  to  cadet- 
ships  of  the  Royal  Military  College  at  the  commencement  of 
the  following  autumn  and  spying  terms,  respectively. 

Prize  cadetships  are  also  offered  by  the  Army  Council  for  both 
the  Royal  Military  Academy  and  the  Royal  Military  College 
Holders  will  not  be  eligible  for  a  commission  in  the  Indian  Army. 

The  Council  wish  it  to  be  understood,  however,  that  in  ihe  event 
of  the  scheme  failing  to  secure  the  objects  they  have  in  view,  it  may 
be  abandoned,  and  the  continuance  of  the  offer  of  these  prize  cadet- 
ships  is  therefore  not  guaranteed.  In  any  case  the  conditions  may 
be  aPered  from  time  to  time. 

The  following  pecuniary  advantages  will  be  attached  to  a  prize 
cadetship  : — 

(a)  A  reduction  at  the  rate  of  £35  per  term  of  the  contribution 
payable  on  behalf  of  a  cadet  at  the  Royal  Military  Academy 
or  Royal  Military  College  in  cases  only  where  such  contribution 
is  fixed  by  the  Royal  Warrant  at  £150  per  annum. 
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(b)  The  remission  of  the  sums  usually  paid  for  uniform,  books 
library,  etc.,  viz.,  £35  on  the  cadet  first  joining  the  Royal 
Military  Academy  or  Royal  Military  College,  and  £15  at  the 
commencement  of  a  second  year's  residence. 

(c)  An  Outfit  grant  of  £65  on  the  cadet  being  appointed  to  a 
commission  after  passing  the  final  examination  at  the  Royal 
Military  Academy  or  Royal  Military  College. 

The  number  of  prize  cadetships  to  be  awarded  will  be  announced 
each  half  year,  about  three  months  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  the 
commencement  of  a  competitive  examination.  About  one-fourth 
of  the  prize  cadetships  available  will  be  awarded  to  candidates 
highest  in  order  of  merit  on  the  Royal  Military  Academy  list,  and 
the  remainder  to  those  highest  in  order  of  merit  on  the  Royal 
Military  College  list.  At  the  examination  to  be  held  in  November, 
1911,  not  more  than  five  will  be  awarded  to  the  former,  and  not 
more  than  fifteen  to  the  latter. 

While  no  enquiry  will  be  made  into  the  means  of  the  parents  of 
candidates,  the  scheme  is  essentially  designed  to  give  assistance  to 
those  who  stand  in  need  of  it ;  and  provision  will  be  made  for 
inviting  those  who  are  in  a  position  to  resign  the  emoluments  of  a 
prize  cadetship  to  do   so,  while  retaining   the   titular   distinction. 

The  emoluments  so  resigned  will  be  given  to  a  candidate  less 
fortunately  circumstanced. 

The  following  classes  of  candidates  will  not  be  eligible  to  receive 
prize  cadetships : — 

(a)  Candidates  for  appointment  to  commissions  in  the  West 
India  Regiment  who  are  above  the  ordinary  upper  limit  of  age 
for  admission  to  the  Royal  Military  College. 

(I)  King's  Cadets. and  King's  India  Cadets.  The  outfit. grant  at 
present  given  to  King's  cadets  will  be  raised  on  the  initiation 
of  this  scheme  to  £65. 

A  prize  cadetship,  and  all  future  pecuniary  advantages  attached 
thereto,  will  be  forfeited  by  a  cadet  who,  owing  to  failure  at  an 
examination,  incapacity  or  misconduct,  drops  into  a  class  lower 
than  that  with  which  he  originally  entered  the  Royal  Military 
Academy  or  Royal  Military  College.

(^)F  all  the  careers  which  are  open  to  our  budding  manhood,  there 
are  few  that  appeal  so  strongly  as  the  sea.  Indeed,  it  would 
be  strange  if,  from  our  insular  position  as  a  nation,  and  occupying 
the  place  that  we  do  upon  the  surface  of  the  Globe,  it  were  not  so. 
But,  apart  from  this,  there  is  the  glamour  and  adventure  of  a  roving 
career,  which  appeals  to  the  heart  and  mind  of  the  young  Briton. 
True  it  is  that,  with  the  gradual  disappearance  of  the  '  'Wind-Jammer ' ' 
and  the  advent  of  steam,  much  of  the  romance  has  gone.  But  there 
yet  remains  a  large  percentage  of  the  youth  of  Britain  who  love  the 
sea,  and  in  whom  the  instinct  of  the  hardy  Norseman  is  as  strong 
as  ever. 

If  we  look  for  a  moment  at  the  enormous  growth  of  our  Mercantile 
Navy  during  the  past  fifty  years,  and  the  progress  which  has  been 
made  in  the  method  of  navigation  since  the  days  of  those  early 
pioneers  of  steam,  Symington  and  Fulton,  we  shall  be  struck  by  the 
fact  that  England's  commercial  prosperity  is  largely  the  result  of 
the  carrying  powers  of  her  Merchant  Navy.  It  is  mere  iteration  to 
state  that  one  half  of  the  world's  commerce  is  carried  in  British 
vessels,  and  in  this,  as  in  her  Navy,  England  is  supreme. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George,  as  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  address- 
ing the  Cadets  of  the  "  Worcester  "  in  1906,  said  : — 

' '  There  never  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  this  country 
when  the  shipping  industry  showed  less  signs  of  being  worn 
out.  We  are  ahead  of  all  the  world,  and  we  are  not  merely 
keeping  our  distance,  but  improving  upon  it.  We  constantly 
hear  that  this  country  or  the  other  is  stealing  upon  us, 
but  I  can  see  no  signs  of  it  at  all.  I  was  interested 
this  morning,  before  leaving  the  Board  of  Trade,  in  taking 
out  some  figures  with  regard  to  the  present  position  of  our 
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shipping  industry.  I  find  that  the  gross  steam  tonnage  of 
the  British  Empire  is  16,000,000  tons,  and  that  is  600,000  tons 
more  than  the  tonnage  of  the  whole  of  the  rest  of  the 
world  put  together.  Germany  comes  next,  but  what  a 
next !  Germany  is  just  13,000,000  tons  behind  us,  so  she  has 
some  leeway  to  make  up  before  she  comes  up  to  our  old 
country  yet.  And  not  only  is  the  Mercantile  Marine  going 
ahead,  but  we  are  building  bigger  and  faster  ships.  Up  to 
June  of  this  year,  there  were  100  vessels  in  the  world  of  over 
10,000  tons,  and  of  these  52  were  owned  by  this  country  and 
the  rest  were  distributed  amongst  all  the  nations  of  the  world. 
There  are  75  vessels  capable  of  steaming  20  knots  or  more  an 
hour,  and  England  owns  46  of  those,  while  Germany  has 
only  five.  On  the  whole,  I  think  we  are  doing  pretty 
well,  and  you  (the  Cadets)  are  not  likely  to  be  out  of  a 
job.  We  launched  last  year  in  the  United  Kingdom 
1,600,000  tons  of  new  shipping,  which  was  100,000  tons  more 
than  was  ever  turned  out  by  this  or  any  other  country,  and 
it  was  more  by  700,000  tons  than  the  rest  of  the  world  in 
the  same  year.  You  are  passing  into  a  career  which  is 
likely  to  give  you  plenty  of  opportunities  of  developing  the 
qualities  for  which  you  have  won  prizes  and  distinguished 
yourselves." 

These  observations  of  Mr.  Lloyd  George  show  very  clearly  the 
enormous  potentialities  of  the  Mercantile  Marine.  As  a  profession 
it  undoubtedly  presents  advantages  and  opportunities  which  will 
compare  favourably  with  any  other. 

For  various  reasons  there  has  been  a  falling  off  in  recent  years 
in  the  number  of  qualified  junior  officers.  This  has  caused  many 
Ship  Owners  to  relax  some  of  the  somewhat  stringent  rules 
previously  in  force,  such  as  insistence  upon  a  candidate  for  a  post 
of  say  fourth  officer  having  to  possess  a  first  mate's  certificate. 
This  and  other  regulations  have  in  many  cases  been  modified, 
and,  further,  the  pay  and  conditions  of  service  in  many  companies 
have  been  improved. 

There  are  two  ways  by  which  a  lad  may  go  to  sea  with  the  object 
of  becoming  an  officer.  The  first  is  to  go  direct  as  an  apprentice  ; 
the  second  and  better  way,  for  those  whose  parents  can  afford  it,  is 
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to  send  the  boy  to  either  one  of  the  two  Nautical  Training  Ships, 
"Worcester"  or  "Conway,"  the  first  on  the  Thames,  and  the 
second  moored  in  the  Mersey. 

If  the  latter  course  cannot  be  adopted,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
apprentice  the  boy  to  a  Ship  Owner  when  he  is  about  fifteen  years 
of  age,  for  a  period  of  four  years.  In  most  cases  a  premium  will  be 
required  ranging  from  ^10  to  £50,  which  is  sometimes  returned  as 
wages,  either  whole  or  in  part.  Some  Ship  Owners  do  not  require 
any  premium,  and  even  give  a  small  wage,  but  in  most  cases 
the  premium  system  still  obtains.  To  the  amount  of  the  premium 
must   be   added   the   cost   of  outfit,  which  might  be  set  down   at 

The  foregoing  applies  equally  to  sailing  ships  and  steamers,  but 
as  to  the  merits  or  demerits  of  an  apprenticeship  spent  in  the  latter 
a  good  deal  of  difference  of  opinion  exists.  There  is  much  to  be 
said  for  both,  and  no  doubt  the  anxious  parents,  wishing  to  do  the 
best  for  their  boy,  will  have  some  difficulty  in  making  a  choice.  This 
much,  however,  must  be  added,  that  the  prevailing  opinion  amongst 
captains  and  officers,  as  amongst  owners,  is  that  self-reliance  in 
times  of  emergency,  resourcefulness,  and  the  knack  of  quickly  arriv- 
ing at  a  decision  are  best  obtained  in  a  sailing  ship.  Germany,  Japan, 
Belgium,  and  the  United  States  all  cling  to  the  sailing  ship  for 
training  their  future  officers,  who,  it  must  be  understood,  are  to 
serve  eventually  in  steam.  It  is  this  seeming  anomaly  that  has  pro- 
duced a  newer  school  of  thought — men  who  hold  that,  as  the  days  of 
yards  and  sails  are  gone  for  ever,  the  future  steamship  officer  should 
receive  his  early  training  on  the  type  of  vessel  which  he  hopes  to 
command.  As  an  example  of  this,  several  of  the  large  passenger 
lines  have  recently  decided  to  take  apprentices,  although  it  is  true 
they  mainly  limit  their  recruits  to  boys  from  either  of  the  two 
above-mentioned  Training  Ships, 

From  these  two  opposite  opinions,  then,  the  parents  will  have  to 
choose,  unless  the  intending  sailor  decides  the  question  for  himself. 

At  the  termination  of  his  four  years'  apprenticeship  the  youngster 
should  be  eligible  to  go  up  for  his  second  mate's  certificate — the 
first  stage  in  his  advancement.  It  must  be  admitted,  however,  that 
unless  he  has  received  that  teaching  in  the  "  business  of  a  seaman," 
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which  is  guaranteed  him  in  his  indentures,  but  which  is  too  often 
neglected,  he  is  not  likely  to  obtain  his  certificate  without  a  further 
period  of  sea  service  and  diligent  study. 

We  come  then  to  the  consideration  of  the  other  means  by  which 
a  boy  may  go  to  sea — viz.,  through  the  medium  of  either  of  the  two 
Training  Ships,  "Worcester"  or  "  Conway." 

From  the  prospectus  of  the  Thames  Nautical  Training  College, 
H.M.S.  •' Worcester,"  we  glean  that — 

"The  special  object  of  the  Institution  is  the  training  of 
Cadets  for  a  seafaring  life,  under  a  Captain-Superintendent 
and  experienced  Masters,  with  competent  Seamanship 
Instructors.  The  Cadets  are  exercised  in  all  the  duties  of  a 
first-class  Ship  ;  they  are  taught  Practical  Seamanship,  such 
as  knotting,  splicing,  reefing,  furling,  heaving  the  lead, 
management  of  boats, 'swimming,  &c,  together  with  Navi- 
gation and  Nautical  Astronomy.  Their  training,  in  a  word, 
is  thorough,  and  always  with  the  end  in  view  that,  after 
practical  experience  at  sea,  they  may  become  efficient  masters 
of  their  profession.  The  Cadets  are  exercised  in  Military  and 
Physical  Drill."  Steam  and  Naval  Architecture  are  also 
included  in  the  curriculum. 

The  two  ships  are  run  on  identical  lines,  and  carry  out  their 
object  in  a  very  thorough  manner. 

At  once  the  Cadet  finds  himself  in  the  atmosphere  of  his  profes- 
sion, and  the  life  on  board  is  dssigned  to  resemble  as  much  as 
possible  life  on  a  sea-going  vessel.  One  term  should  be  sufficient  to 
convince  a  boy  of  the  wisdom  or  otherwise  of  his  choice. 

The  fees  are  65  guineas  per  annum  (including  uniform,  medical 
attendance,  &c),  and  the  course  is  two  years.  At  the  end  of  that 
time,  providing  he  is  fifteen  years  of  age  (sixteen  in  the  case  of  the 
"Conway"),  the  Cadet  should  have  obtained  the  Committee's 
certificate  (granted  by  the  Board  of  Trade),  which  gives  the  recipient 
one  year's  sea  service.  With  this  certificate  in  his  possession,  he 
will  be  required  to  serve  only  three  instead  of  four  years,  before 
going  up  for  his  second  mate's  certificate. 
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It  is  here  that  the  advantage  of  this  special  training  is  evident ; 
but  further  than  this,  many  of  the  largest  companies,  such  as 
the  P.  &  O.,  Royal  Mail  Steam  Packet  Co.,  British  India  Steam 
Navigation  Co.,  Bucknall  Line,  &c,  take  these  boys  as  Midshipmen 
or  Cadets  in  their  cargo  and  passenger  vessels,  with  the  object  of 
training  them  for  officers  in  their  service.  The  White  Star  Line 
have  gone  further,  and  have  recently  acquired  the  sailing  ship 
"Mersey"  to  give  sea-going  training  to  boys  intending  to  become 
officers  in  their  service.  Whilst  the  Governing  Committee  do  not 
undertake  to  find  berths,  they  are  in  touch  with  most  of  the 
companies  that  take  apprentices,  and  every  facility  is  afforded  the 
parents  for  placing  their  sons  in  the  vessels  of  leading  lines. 

There  are  certain  other  advantages  attaching  to  these  School 
Ships.  For  example,  the  Admiralty  annually  grants  a  number  of 
appointments  as  Midshipmen  in  the  R.N.R.  Then  there  are 
appointments  in  the  Bengal  Pilot  Service  and  the  Indian  Marine — 
both  excellent  services,  with  good  pay  and  pension — and  the  King's 
Gold  Medal — granted  to  the  boy  who  is  voted  by  his  fellow  Cadets 
as  possessing  the  qualities  likely  to  make  the  finest  sailor.  It  would 
not  be  amiss  here  to  quote  the  qualifications  for  which  this  prize  is 
given,  and  which  were  laid  down  by  Queen  Victoria  and  since  con- 
tinued by  the  Sovereign.  They  set  the  seal  upon  the  kind  of  boy 
who  is  most  likely  to  succeed  in  his  profession  : — 

"Cheerful  submission  to  superiors,  self-respect  and 
independence  of  character,  kindness  and  protection  to  the 
weak,  readiness  to  forgive  offence,  desire  to  conciliate  the 
differences  of  others,  and,  above  all,  fearless  devotion  to  duty 
and  unflinching  truthfulness." 

It  may  be  objected  by  some  parents  that  the  sea  life  is  a  rough 
one ;  but  the  recent  steps  taken  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  remove 
some  of  the  grievances,  such  as  indifierent  food  and  accommodation, 
should  help  to  mitigate  some  of  the  hardships  inseparable  from 
such  a  calling.  A  liberal  and  varied  scale  of  food  is  now  in  force  ; 
further,  the  ship's  cook  must  now  obtain  a  certificate  of  proficiency 
— a  much  needed  reform. 
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The  pay  of  the  different  grades  of  officers  in  the  Mercantile 
Marine  varies  according  to  the  particular  line  or  company,  the  size 
of  the  vessel,  and  the  trade  in  which  it  is  employed.  The  following, 
however,  may  be  taken  as  the  approximate  rates  of  pay  for  the 
various  grades  : —

Note. — As  already  stated,  a  number  of  companies 
have  recently  increased  these  rates  of  pay. 

Captains  (or  Masters,  to  use  the  correct  phrase)  can  earn  any- 
thing up  to  ^"800  per  annum,  and  possibly,  in  some  few  instances, 
more,  but  these  appointments  are  the  pick  of  the  profession,  and 
more  properly  apply  to  the  Captains  of  big  Passenger  Liners.  The 
Master  of  a  Tramp  would  probably  get  ^"250  to  /400  per  annum. 

There  are  shore  appointments,  such  as  that  of  Marine  Superin- 
tendent, Harbour  Master,  etc.,  to  which  the  persevering  Mercantile 
Marine  Officer  may  justly  look  forward  when  he  is  desirous  of 
retiring  from  service  afloat. 

We  will  close  this  brief  resume  by  a  few  figures,  giving  the 
approximate  cost  of  starting  a  boy  who  goes  direct  to  sea.

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It  will  be  seen  that  the  Training  Ship  education  is  more  costly, 
but  it  gives  the  boy  an  opportunity  of  gaining  an  insight  into  his 
work,  and  also  special  knowledge,  which  is  valued  by  his  employer. 
He  is  thus  able  to  secure  promotion  at  the  end  of  his  apprenticeship, 
and,  when  he  has  obtained  his  Second  Mate's  "  Ticket,"  he  is  in  a 
fair  way  of  eventually  arriving  on  the  bridge,  to  which  every  boy 
should  aspire. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  there  is  the  ocean  training  ship, 
"Port  Jackson,"  owned  by  Messrs.  Devitt  &  Moore,  particulars 
of  which  are  given  on  page  280. 

A  list  of  companies  taking  apprentices,  with  the  amount  of 
premium  charged,  can  be  obtained  from  the  Registrar-General  of 
Shipping  and  Seamen,  or  at  any  of  the  Mercantile  Marine  offices. 
In  many  cases  the  boys  are  messed  and  berthed  apart  from  the 
crew,  an  important  matter  that  should  receive  the  consideration  of 
parents. 

In  conclusion,  the  earliest  age  at  which  a  boy  should  be 
apprenticed  is  sixteen,  and  in  order  to  ensure  success  he  should 
have  a  good  education,  including  a  fair  grounding  in  mathematics 
(a  very  essential  part  of  an  officer's  mental  equipment),  and, 
above  all,  a  real  love  and  ambition  for  what  is  undoubtedly  one 
of  the  noblest  of  callings.

Day  boys  must  reside  with  relations  or  guardians  as  laid  down 
in  the  scheme;  boarders  in  one  of  the  five  boarding  houses,  in 
which  the  numbers  vary  from   10  to  30. 

No  Greek  being  taught  in  the  Modern  School,  it  may  claim  to 
be  the  most  important  secondary  school  in  England  able  to  offer  a 
thorough  modern  education  to  every  boy,  without  any  distinction 
of  "  Sides."  Latin  is  optional  throughout  the  school,  but  great 
importance  is  attached  to  science,  mathematics,  and  modern 
languages.     Classes  are  held  for  book-keeping  and  shorthand. 

The  Modern  School  is  a  centre  for  the  Matriculation  Examination 
of  the  University  of  London,  and  for  the  Local  Examinations  of 
the  University  of  Oxford.  Pupils  can  pass,  direct  from  the  school, 
the  Examinations  for  the  Army  (for  which  Bedford  is  a  centre),  the 
Medical  Schools,  the  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Institute,  and 
the    Civil  Service. 

Two  leaving  Exhibitions  of  the  value  of  £55  and  £45  are 
awarded  annually,  and  four  (of  the  value  of  the  tuition  fees) 
tenable  in  the  school. 

The  buildings  include  a  fine  museum,  library,  laboratories, 
workshop,  smithy,  gymnasium,  and  fives  courts.  A  large  sum 
has  been  spent  in  improving  the  buildings,  which  are  now 
thoroughly  up  to  date  in  every  respect.  There  are  good  playing 
fields  near  the  school. 

Besides  the  ordinary  games  there  is  a  boat  club,  the  members 
of  which  are  regularly  coached  by  the  Masters.  The  School  Cadet 
Corps  is  attached  to  the  Bedford  Engineers.

Berkhamsted  is  28  miles  from  Euston,  on  L.N.W.  The  air  is 
bracing,  the  place  sheltered  but  high.  The  School  stands  on  gravel 
lying  over  chalk.     The  town  has  its  own  waterworks. 

In  1888  new  dormitories  were  erected  for  the  school  house.  Every 
boy  has  a  separate  cubicle.  In  1890  a  new  Senior  House,  S.  John's, 
was  built,  where  the  same  rule  holds  good.  In  1898  a  third  Senior 
House,  Incents,  was  built  on  the  same  lines,  to  meet  the  growth  of 
the  school.  A  Junior  House  for  boys  between  13  and  8  years  of  age 
was  started  in  1888  ;  a  second  Junior  House  has  been  started,  and  is 
now  nearly  full.  In  1891  a  Gymnasium  was  added.  In  1892  Baths 
were  erected,  which  are  warmed  and  used  summer  and  winter.  In 
1894  new  Science  Rooms,  including  Lecture  Room  and  Physical  and 
Chemical  Laboratories,  were  opened.  In  1895  the  new  Chapel  was 
dedicated.  Electricity  is  used,  the  school  manufacturing  its  own 
supply.  There  is  a  carpenter's  shop,  where  both  carpentering  and 
turning  are  learnt.  In  1901  a  large  block  of  new  classrooms  was  built. 
In  1904  further  laboratories  were  built.  A  new  Large  Hall  and  a 
new  Junior  Department  were  opened  in  1910. 

The  school  has  grown  from  170  boys  to  over  450  in  the  last  20 
years.  It  is  divided  into  a  Senior  and  Junior  School.  All  boys 
under  13  are  in  Junior  Houses  and  in  the  Junior  School,  are  taught 
separately,  housed  separately,  and  play  separately. 

The  Senior  School  offers  several  alternatives  :  (1)  the  Classical 
side,  with  Greek ;  (2)  the  General  side,  with  Latin  and  Science,  but 
without  Greek,  for  Army  and  professional  life  ;  (3)  the  Special 
Science  side,  where  Latin  (and  Greek)  can  also  be  taken.

St.  Andrew's  College  is  3J  and  4^  miles  from  Theale  and 
Pangbourne  stations  on  the  G.W.R.,  8  miles  from  Reading,  and 
47  miles  from  London.  The  soil  on  which  the  College  stands  is  of 
chalk  and  gravel,  and  the  Main  Buildings  are  (on  ground  floor) 
2iofeet  above  sea  level,  while  the  Modern  House  and  the  Engineering 
Shops,  etc. ,  are  situated  300  feet  above  sea  level,  and  at  the  top  of  the 
hill,  on  the  slope  of  which  the  Main  Buildings  were  originally  erected. 

The  Main  College  Buildings  comprise  a  School,  Chapel,  the 
School  House  (containing  153  boys,  and  intended  for  those  either 
on  Classical  or  on  Modern  Side),  the  Head  Master's  private  house, 
in  the  middle  of  the  School  House,  a  Dining  Hall  capable  of  con- 
taining 210  boys,  a  Big  School,  a  Boys'  Library,  14  Classrooms,  a 
Physical  Laboratory,  12  Masters'  Rooms,  12  Music  Cells,  Studies 
for  32  Senior  boys,  80  separate  Bedrooms  for  boys  of  a  certain  age 
and  standing  in  the  School,  10  Dormitories,  a  Matron  s  Room, 
several  "Sick  Chambers,"  a  Tepid  Swimming  Bath  under  cover, 
and  2  Lavatories,  Shower  Baths,  Hot  Baths,  etc. 

The  Army  House,  intended  for  boys  preparing  for  Woolwich  and 
Sandhurst,  consists  of  the  House  Master's  private  house,  Class- 
rooms, 9  Studies,  15  separate  Bedrooms  and  3  Dormitories,  a 
Matron's  Room,  a  Sick  Room,  etc. 

The  Modern  House,  originally  intended  for  boys  of  the  Modern 
Side,  now  receives  any  boys  whose  parents  desire  a  greater  altitude 
(300  feet  above  sea  level) .  It  holds  70  boys,  and  is  fitted  with  electric 
light  and  heating  apparatus. 

The  Engineering  Shops,  for  those  intending  to  become  Engineers, 
are  situated  behind  the  Modern  House,  and  were  built  and  fitted 
up  in  1899  at  a  cost  of  ^"5,000.  They  are  equipped  with  Lathes, 
Carpenters'  Benches,  Forge,  Instruction  Steam  Engine,  Electric 
Batteries,  etc. ,  etc.,  so  that  boys  can  learn  all  branches  of  Engineering. 
There  are  also  separate  Physical  and  Chemical  Laboratories  for 
Engineering  boys. 

Boys  may  be  admitted  into  the  College  from  13  to  15.  The 
College  dues  are  90  guineas  per  annum,  viz.: — Boarding  fees, 
65  guineas  ;  tuition  fee,  25  guineas.  Boys  educated  at  the  Junior 
School,  but  only  if  they  begin  to  reside  at  that  School  before  their 
12th  birthday,  pay  80  guineas  per  annum  when  they  proceed  to 
College,  and  this  advantage  continues  throughout  their  College  career.

Scliool  Buildings: — The  School  buildings  are  of  the  latest  and 
most  approved  design,  and  fully  furnished  with  the  best  possible 
equipment  for  education,  and  for  the  comfort  and  health  of  the 
boarders.  The  science  laboratories  are  among  the  best  of  their 
kind  in  England. 

Curriculum  : — The  work  of  the  School  is  arranged  for  boys  of  from 
8  to  19  years  of  age,  and  comprises :  Classics,  Mathematics,  Natural 
Science,  Modern  Languages  and  English,  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  boys  proceeding  to  the  Universities,  Professional  and  Service 
Examinations,  and  Commercial  Life.

Scholarships : — Valuable  Scholarships  are  tenable  in  the  School, 
and  from  the  School  to  the  Universities.  Boys  are  privileged  to 
compete  for  Scholarships  confined  to  Yorkshire  or  to  East  Riding 
Schools. 

Fees: — These  are  purposely  made  to  cover  all  necessary  expenses, 
subscriptions,  etc.,  so  as  to  avoid  the  usual  "extras."  They  are 
£60,  £63,  ^66  per  annum  for  boys  under  10,  under  12,  and  over 
12  respectively.  Full  charge  can  be  taken  of  boys  whose  parents 
reside  abroad. 
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Brighton   College. 

Brighton  College  was  established  as  a  Public  School  in  the  year 
1845,  with  the  object  of  providing  a  thoroughly  liberal  and  practical 
education  in  conformity  with  the  principles  of  the  Established 
Church.  The  College  has  practically  a  unique  position  in  one  of 
the  most  popular  seaside  resorts  of  England.  It  stands  in  its  own 
grounds,  which  have  been  beautifully  laid  out,  of  upwards  of  10 
acres,  and  is  situated  in  the  healthiest  part  of  Brighton,  within 
three  minutes  of  the  sea  and  immediately  under  the  downs.  The 
soil  is  chalk.  All  the  sanitary  arrangements  have  been  carefully 
brought  up  to  date,  and  these  are  thoroughly  inspected  periodically. 

The  main  buildings  comprise  school  chapel,  classrooms,  science 
rooms,  library,  gymnasium,  and  three  large  boarding  houses. 
There  are  also  a  sanatorium,  carpenter's  workshop,  fives  courts, 
Morris  tube  rifle  range,  etc. 

The  curriculum  is  designed  to  prepare  boys  for  the  Universities, 
and  for  every  branch  of  professional  and  business  life.  The  college 
includes  an  Upper  School  and  a  Junior  School.  The  Upper  School 
consists  of  two  divisions,  Classical  and  Modern.  The  Classical 
Division  is  intended  to  prepare  boys  for  the  Universities,  Home, 
Indian,  and  Colonial  Civil  Services,  and  learned  professions. 
In  the  Modern  Division  boys  are  prepared  for  the  Competitive 
Examinations  for  Woolwich,  Sandhurst,  the  Militia,  Indian  Forest, 
Indian  Police,  Engineering,  and  for  other  professions  and 
occupations. 

The  College  furnishes  an  infantry  contingent  of  about  150  cadets 
to  the  Officers'  Training  Corps. 

The  gymnasium  classes  are  open  to  all  boys,  and  are  in  the 
charge  of  a  capable  Instructor.  For  swimming  the  boys  attend  sea 
water  baths,  and  all  of  those  who  pass  the  swimming  test  can 
bathe  in  the  sea,  under  the  supervision  of  a  Master,  during  the 
months  of  June  and  July.  The  fives  courts  are  excellent.  The 
playing  field  for  football  and  cricket,  which  has  been  levelled  at  a 
very  great  expense,  is  one  of  the  best  school  playing  fields  in  the 
South  of  England.  There  is  an  excellent  pavilion.  Masters  take 
part  in  the  games,  and,  in  addition  to  groundsmen,  a  cricket 
professional  is  engaged  each  season. 

The  Junior  School  is  intended  for  boys  from  8  to  13  years  of  age, 
and  the  course  of  study  is  so  arranged  as  to  fit  them  for  entrance 
into  the  Upper  School.  The  work  is  carried  on  in  a  separate  block 
of  buildings,  containing  classrooms,  play  room,  reading  room,  with 
a  separate  playground.  In  addition,  there  is  a  covered  playground 
for  wet  weather.  Boys  of  the  Junior  School  also  make  use  of  the 
Upper  School  cricket  and  football  ground,  fives  court,  carpenter's 
workshop,  and  college  library. 

Training  in  choral  singing  is  given  free  of  charge  to  all  boys. 

There  are  five  houses  for  boarders.  Inclusive  fees  range  from  £81 
to  £93.

School,  was  opened  in  1857. 

The  aim  of  the  College  is  to  fit  pupils  for  professional  and 
commercial  life,  and  to  give,  at  a  moderate  cost,  a  thoroughly 
sound,  liberal,  and  religious  education. 

The  College  is  beautifully  situated  on  high  ground,  outside  the 
town,  and  within  five  minutes'  drive  of  the  Bromsgrove  Railway 
Station.  It  occupies  a  site  of  about  16  acres,  and  commands  an 
undulating  and  picturesque  tract  of  country  in  the  direction  of  the 
Malvern,  Clent,  and  Lickey  Hills.

The  general  work  of  the  School  is  adapted  for  University 
Examinations  and  for  Mercantile  life.

The  School  was  established  under  Wesleyan  Methodist  auspices, 
but  without  religious  tests,  to  give  high  class  Public  School  training 
under  evangelical  influences. 

In  addition  to  the  older  curricula  it  took  up  fifth-form  Commercial, 
and  sixth-form  Science  work.  Beyond  the  alternative  Classical  and 
Modern  sides  in  the  fourth  and  lower  fifth  forms,  there  are  now 
various  Specialised  Sections  for  Classics,  Mathematics,  Modern 
Languages,  History,  Law,  Science,  in  the  upper  fifth  (from  which 
scholarships  have  commonly  been  taken  at  the  Universities)  and  the 
sixth. 

Among  optional  subjects  taught  are  various  kinds  of  Music  and 
Drawing,  Engineering,  Joinery,  Shorthand,  Military  Drill  and 
Theory,  Practical  Chemistry.  Biology,  Physics,  etc.,  also  are 
provided  for  in  the  science  building  and  the  teaching  arrange- 
ments, this  department  being  recognised  by  the  Royal  Colleges  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

In  the  junior  forms  the  elements  of  English,  French,  Latin, 
Mathematics,  English  History,  Geography,  and  Religious  Knowledge 
(which  is  part  of  all  the  curricula)  are  taught,  pupils'  ages  ranging 
from  12  up  to  19. 

There  are  four  Houses  or  Hostels,  with  spacious  dormitories,  one 
in  each  house  being  designated  for  the  junior  boys,  who  have  earlier 
bed-time  and  (in  the  Third  Form)  less  preparation.  The  buildings 
(notable  among  which  are  Chapel,  Assembly  Hall,  Swimming  Bath, 
Science  School,  Art  School,  and  Gymnasium)  stand  in  twenty  acres 
of  ground,  with  cinder  track,  pavilion,  and  large  pitches  for  games. 

The  fixed  fees  amount  to  105  guineas  a  year,  reducible  by  Donor's 
Nomination,  brothers'  allowance,  'etc.,  to  85  guineas.  Further 
rebate  may  be  gained  before  entry  by  way  of  Exhibition  or  Scholar- 
ship up  to  the  value  of  £bo,  or  more  under  special  conditions,  and 
similarly  on  proceeding  to  the  University. 

The  Governing  Body,  numbering  thirty  members  variously 
appointed,  includes  the  President  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Con- 
ference (ex-officio  Chairman),  Sir  George  Hayter  Chubb,  Bart.,  J. P. 
(Vice-Chairman  and  Treasurer),  J.  H.  S.  McArthur,  O.L.,  J. P. 
(Hon.  Sec),  the  Rev.  Principal  H.  B.  Workman,  D.Lit.,  the  Rev. 
K.  C.  Gillie,  M.A.,  Sir  George  Truscott,  Sir  Charles  Wakefield, 
Mr.  N.  W.  Helme,  M.P.,  Mr.  E.  Parkes,  M.P.,  with  many  Old 
Leysians.

This  claims  to  be  the  oldest  Public  School  in  England,  dating  back 
to  the  Vllth  Century  and  the  days  of  Ethelbert  and  Augustine.  In 
1541  it  was  re-constituted  and  enriched  by  Henry  VIII.,  who  made 
it  part  of  the  Foundation  of  the  Cathedral  Church.  Remains  of  the 
old  monastic  buildings  and  the  Archbishop's  palace  still  exist,  and 
are  used  by  the  school.  (The  Cathedral  Choir  School  is  an  entirely 
separate  foundation.)  The  principal  buildings  form  a  quadrangle, 
two  sides  being  occupied  by  the  schoolroom,  museum,  and  school- 
house  dining  hall  and  dormitories.  On  the  west  are  classrooms, 
the  Parry  Library,  the  gymnasium,  fives  courts,  and  the  Science 
Laboratories ;  while  on  the  south  is  a  long  building  for  masters' 
rooms,  classrooms,  and  dormitories.  These  last  face  upon  a  wide 
stretch  of  lawn,  with  tennis  courts,  etc.,  adjoining  the  Bishop  of 
Dover's  house,  and  commanding  a  magnificent  view  of  the  cathedral. 
Beyond  lie  the  separate  playgrounds  and  buildings  of  the  Junior 
School,  thoroughly  complete  in  themselves,  for  boys  between  8  and 
13.  The  practice  ground  for  cricket  is  close  to  the  school,  as  shown 
in  the  plate,  and  there  are  two  excellent  cricket,  fields  within  easy 
reach  A  large  wing  has  recently  been  added,  giving  extra  accom- 
modation for  Boarders,  with  a  well-equipped  physical  laboratory ; 
an  additional  chemical  laboratory  was  built  in  1905,  and  an  armoury 
in  1909  for  the  Officers'  Training  Corps.  There  are  two  ranges  for 
instruction  in  rifle  shooting,  one  of  them  covered. 

The  school  is  richly  endowed  with  scholarships  and  other  prizes. 
There  are  50  King's  Scholarships  (^"25-10  per  annum),  and  several 
Entrance  Scholarships  (^40-10  per  annum),  besides  10  Exhibitions 
(of  £50  a  year  each  for  four  years)  to  the  Universities.  The  scholar- 
ship examinations  are  in  July  and  December  of  each  year.  The 
health  record  of  the  school  is  extremely  good,  and  the  sanitation  is 
entirely  modern.      There  are  five  boarding  houses. 

Boys  pass  direct  from  the  Army  class  (no  extra  fee)  into  Woolwich, 
Sandhurst,  Indian  Police,  &c.  ;  and  in  the  Engineering  class  special 
attention  is  given  to  mathematics  and  drawing  There  is  also  a 
Navy  class  (no  extra  fee).  Boys  in  the  Junior  Department  are 
eligible  for  the  Foundation  Scholarships,  and  for  the  Entrance 
Scholarships  when  they  pass  on  to  the  Senior  School  at  13. 

The  standard  of  teaching  and  the  arrangements  generally  are  the 
same  as  at  the  larger  Public  Schools,  but  greater  individual  attention 
is  possible,  and  a  large  number  of  Open  Scholarships  and  Exhibitions 
have  been  gained  at  the  Universities,  besides  Army  successes,  ivc.

The    College   was    founded    in   order    to   provide    for   the   sons   of 

gentlemen  a  Classical,  Mathematical,  and  General  Education  of  the 

highest  order,  on    moderate    terms,   in    strict    conformity   with    the 

principles  and  doctrines  of  the  Church  of  England. 

The  school  is  divided  into  Senior  and  Junior  departments. 

The  Senior  Department  is  divided  into  three  sides: — the  Classical 
Side,  the  Military  and  Civil  Side,  and  the  Modern  Side. 

(A).  The  Classical  Side.  The  course  of  study  embraces  Divinitv, 
History,  Geography,  English,  French,  Mathematics.  Latin,  Greek, 
Science,  and,  in  the  lowest  division,  Drawing.  In  the  Upper  Fifth 
and  Sixth  Forms,  boys  can  specialise  in  various  subjects. 

(B).  The  Military  and  Civil  Side.  The  whole  course  on  this  side 
forms  a  continuous  preparation  for  the  Royal  Military  Academy, 
Woolwich,  and  the  Royal  Military  College,  Sandhurst. 

(C).  The  Modem  Side.  The  boys  on  this  side  start  by  taking  all 
the  subjects  of  the  Classical  Sicle,  in  conjunction  with  the  Classical 
organisation,  except  that  they  take  German  and  extra  French  in  the 
place  of  Greek.  As  they  rise  in  the  school,  the  number  of  their 
Latin  lessons  is  gradually  reduced  in  favour  of  more  Mathematics, 
and  Science,  etc.,  until  in  the  Upper  Fifth  and  Sixth  Forms  they 
are  able  to  specialise  in  Modern  Languages,  or  Mathematics,  or 
Science,  or  Engineering. 

The  Junior  Department.  The  studies  of  this  department  are  so 
arranged  that  it  may  serve  as  a  preparation  for  the  other  two 
departments.  The  course  includes  the  usual  subjects  of  preparatory 
instruction,  extra  lessons  in  French  and  Mathematics,  and.  in  the 
highest  form,  also  in  German  or  Science,  taking  the  place  of  Greek 
where  required.  Special  preparation  is  given  for  the  Examination 
for  Naval  Cadetships,  a  small  fee  being  charged  for  individual 
tuition  when  necessary. 

Boys  are  admissible  to  this  department  at  the  age  of  7  years,  and 
must  leave  it  between  13  and  14.  T,his  department  is  accommodated 
in  a  new  block  of  buildings,  comprising  boarding  house  and 
classrooms  under  the  same  roof,  surrounded  by  large  playgrounds 
close  to  the  Principal's  house.

Of  the  Chigwell  Schools  founded  in  1629  by  Samuel  Harsnett, 
Archbishop  of  York,  the  Latin,  or  Grammar  School,  alone  remains, 
and  its  borders  have  been  enlarged  by  the  purchase  of  adjacent 
property,  and  its  buildings  improved  by  an  expenditure  of  ^10,000. 
During  the  years  1896-7,  houses  adjacent  to  the  School  close  were 
repaired  and  enlarged  for  occupation  as  a  Preparatory  School,  and 
a  new  library  was  added.  In  1898  the  Essex  County  Council  made 
a  grant  for  the  equipment  of  the  buildings,  formerly  occupied  by  the 
English  School,  as  chemical  and  physical  laboratories. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  School  to  furnish  a  sound  practical  education, 
on  the  Public  School  system,  not  limited  to  any  special  or  profes- 
sional purpose,  but  classical  and  general.  Boys  in  the  higher 
forms  are  prepared  for  entrance  at  the  Universities,  for  the  Naval, 
Military,  and  Civil  Services,  for  Civil  Engineering,  and  for  Scholar- 
ships at  the  Public  Schools,  etc. 

There  are  three  (or  more)  Harsnett  Scholarships,  value  ^"18  18s., 
and  a  fund  for  House  Scholarships,  tenable  for  five  years  ;  and  the 
Governors  have  power  to  remit  the  whole  or  part  of  the  tuition  fees 
in  certain  cases. 

The  Mills  Exhibition,  of  about  ^30  a  year,  is  tenable  at  either 
Oxford  or  Cambridge,  or  in  the  Military  Academy  at  Woolwich.

The  School  consists  of  the  following  parts  :  (1)  The  Upper  School, 
for  boys  between  13  and  19,  which  is  divided  into  three  departments 
— the  Classical  Side,  the  Modern  Side,  and  the  Military  Side.  (2)  The 
Junior  School,  for  boys  between  10  and  14,  which  prepares  for  all 
departments  of  the  college.  (3)  The  Preparatory  School,  for  boys 
between  7  and  n,  which  prepares  for  the  Junior  School. 

Engineering  Class.  Special  arrangements  are  made  for  boys  who 
are  destined  for  the  Engineering  Profession. 

The  numbers  of  each  part  of  the  school  are  limited — the  Upper 
School  to  460,  the  Junior  School  to  140,  the  Preparatory  School  to  45. 

In  the  Preparatory  School  boys  receive  a  thorough  grounding  in 
English  subjects,  French,  Latin,  and  Arithmetic.  Their  play  is 
systematic,  and  is  superintended  by  the  Masters.  Their  schoolrooms 
are  in  a  separate  building  at  some  distance  from  the  college.

Morrison's  Academy  is  an  endowed  School,  situated  in  the  town  of 
Crieff,  which  stands  in  the  centre  of  the  Perthshire  Highlands.  The 
School  stands  high,  and  has  a  full  southern  exposure,  while  the 
district  is  noted  for  its  dry  and  bracing,  yet  genial  climate,  and  its 
lovely  scenery.     Crieff  is  a  much  frequented  health  resort. 

The  School  is  administered  by  a  body  of  Governors,  in  which  are 
representatives  of  Edinburgh  University  (Principal  Sir  William 
Turner  and  Professor  Hardie),  and  other  public  bodies.  The 
Chairman  of  the  Governors  is  Mr.  W.  Stuart  Fraser,  W.S., 
Edinburgh. 

There  are  three  departments  in  the  School — Lower,  Intermediate, 
and  Upper.  Boys  are  admitted  to  the  School  from  the  age  of  ten, 
on  passing  an  Elementary  Examination.  The  various  curricula  in 
force  provide  for  preparation  for  the  Universities,  the  Army  and 
Navy,  Engineering,  and  for  ordinary  business  pursuits.  There  is  a 
large  staff  of  highly  trained  Masters. 

The  School  occupies  a  commanding  position  within  its  own 
grounds  of  12  acres,  which  afford  ample  scope  for  all  kinds  of 
outdoor  games  and  pastimes.  The  Masters  take  part  in  the  games, 
while  a  cricket  professional  coaches  during  the  season.  The 
buildings,  erected  in  i860,  have  been  modernised  and  enlarged  from 
time  to  time,  and  contain  suitable  classroom,  laboratory,  workshop, 
and  gymnasium  accommodation.  The  School  furnishes  a  contingent 
to  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Officers'  Training  Corps. 

Under  the  same  Governing  Body  there  is  a  separate  School  for 
Girls,  with  an  organisation  similar  to  that  of  the  Boys'  School,  but 
housed  in  a  separate  building,  in  grounds  of  its  own,  and  with  a  staff 
of  highly  trained  lady  graduates.  In  the  Girls'  School  there  is  a 
Kindergarten  Department  for  little  boys  and  girls. 

Attached  to  the  Boys'  School  there  is  a  large  Boarding  House  for 
boys.  It  is  under  the  control  of  the  Head  Master,  and  is  fitted  up 
with  every  modern  convenience.  An  isolated  sanatorium  in  the 
grounds  is  used  for  all  cases  of  infectious  disease.  The  sanitary 
arrangements  are  inspected  annually,  and  the  sewage  system  of  the 
town  has  been  entirely  re-cast,  a  new  system  having  been  introduced 
embodying  all  the  latest  ideas  on  this  subject.  Boarders  are  also 
received  in  many  private  houses  in  town,  and  families  coming  to 
reside  will  find  an  ample  choice  of  houses. 

Crieff  is  in  direct  communication  with  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow, 
and  with  London  via  L.  &  N.  W.  and  Caledonian  Railways.

The  buildings  include  big  school,  *1S  classrooms,  library,  drawing 
schools,  chemical,  physical,  and  biological  laboratories,  and 
workshops,  and  there  are  extensive  play  fields  in  the  school  precincts.

The  College  was  founded  in  1867  by  the  late  Duke  of  Devonshire, 
and  others,  to  give  a  First  Grade  Public  School  education  at  a 
moderate  cost.  Jt  stands  in  its  own  grounds,  within  five  minutes  of 
the  sea  and  ten  minutes  of  the  Downs. 

The  buildings  consist  of  the  school  house  and  three  other 
boarding  houses,  the  chapel,  sanatorium,  new  big  school,  Cavendish 
library,  chemical  and  physical  laboratories,  classroom  block,  work- 
shop, gymnasium,  fives  courts,  and  school  "tuck  shop."  Within 
the  last  ten  years  some  ^"12,000  has  been  spent  on  building  the  new- 
big  school  and  new  classrooms,  and  in  altering  and  improving  the 
school  house  on  the  most  modern  lines. 

The  School  is  divided  into  Classical,  Modern,  and  Army  sides, 
and  has  been  inspected  and  approved  by  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge 
Board,  and  by  the  Conjoint  Board  of  the  Colleges  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons.

The  College  is  situated  15  miles  from  Charing  Cross,  in  a  most 
healthy  and  picturesque  position,  high  up  on  the  Epsom  Downs, 
where  the  air  is  very  dry  and  bracing  ;  stands  in  its  own  estate  of 
over  80  acres,  including  over  26  acres  of  playing  fields.  The  closest 
attention  is  paid  to  the  sanitary  arrangements  ;  within  the  past  few 
years  the  drainage  has  been  completely  renovated  at  a  cost  of  over 
^"8,000.  Since  1907  also  nearly  ^20,000  has  been  expended  on 
new  buildings  and  other  improvements— large  Physical  and 
Biological  laboratories,  workshop,  battery  room,  four  large,  airy 
classrooms,  carpenter's  shop,  new  gymnasium,  with  fencing  gallery 
and  Swedish  exercise  appliances,  armoury,  with  stands  for  200 
rifles,  extension  of  shooting  range  to  full  regulation  size,  new 
heating  installation,  etc.  The  Officers'  Training  Corps  numbers  150 
members. 

John  Propert's  object  in  founding  the  school  was  to  assist  medical 
men  by  educating  their  sons  well  and  economically.  Medical  men 
therefore  have  certain  advantages,  and  the  Foundation,  on  which  50 
boys  are  educated  free  of  cost,  is  confined  to  their  sons.  Otherwise 
there  is  no  restriction,  and  all  classes  are  received  on  an  equal 
footing.  Of  late  years  many  changes  and  improvements  have  been 
effected,  and  the  training  given  is  of  the  usual  public  school  type. 
There  is  a  lower  school,  distinct  from  the  College  buildings  and 
playing  fields,  holding  about  100  boys.     There  are  a  few  day  boys. 

The  College  is  divided  into  upper,  middle,  and  lower  schools. 
Boys  can  either  continue  on  the  Classical  side,  which  prepares  for 
the  Universities  and  learned  professions,  or  enter  the  Modern  side, 
preparing  for  the  Army,  Civil  Service,  Engineering,  and  for 
mercantile  careers.  Natural  Science,  for  which  there  are  several 
well-appointed  laboratories  and  two  lecture  theatres,  is  taught  in 
each  of  the  Forms,  French  throughout  the  School. 

Great  attention  is  paid  to  music,  and  a  building  containing  a 
series  of  practice  rooms  and  a  concert  hall  has  recently  been  erected . 
The  school  is  a  recognised  "  School  of  Science"  by  the  Conjoint 
Board  of  the  two  Royal  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  and 
there  are  great  advantages  for  those  who  are  to  study  medicine.  Bv 
the  generosity  of  the  London  Hospitals,  nine  Scholarships  are  offered 
annually  to  leaving  boys.

Harrow  School  is  a  Grammar  School,  founded  in  1571  by  John  Lyon, 

a  yeoman,  living  in  the  hamlet  of  Preston,  in  the  parish  of  Harrow, 

"  for  the  perpetual  education,  teaching,  and  instruction  of  children 

and  youths  of  the  same  parish."

The  School  is  divided  into  Classical  and  Modern  sides,  of  which 
the  former  contains  the  larger  number  of  boys.  The  Modern 
side  is  intended  specially  for  boys  preparing  for  the  Army,  Civil 
Service,  or  business.  German  is  substituted  for  Greek,  and  addi- 
tional time  is  given  to  Mathematics,  French,  and  English. 

The  number  of  boys  in  the  school  is  about  600,  of  whom  about  210 
are  on  the  Modern  side.

(Late  Exhibitioner  of  Balliol  College,  Oxford). 

This  School,  for  many  years  known  as  Queen  Elizabeth's  School, 
was  in  existence  for  about  a  century  before  the  reign  of  the  great 
Queen  with  whose  name  it  has  long  been  associated. 

The  foundation  stone  of  the  main  block  of  the  present  building, 
was  laid  in  1852  by  the  Prince  Consort.  Considerable  additions  have 
from  time  to  time  been  made,  and  the  buildings  are  now  complete 
in  all  the  requirements  of  modern  times.  The  School  stands  on  a 
hill,  with  sand  and  gravel  subsoil,  130  feet  above  sea  level,  in  the 
best  residential  part  of  the  town,  and  within  five  minutes'  walk  of 
the  open  country.  The  close  proximity  o.r  the  E.ist  coast  makes  the 
air  dry  and  bracing. 

The  chapel  adjoins  the  School,  and  contains  seating  accommo- 
dation for  about  200.  The  great  schoolroom  is  a  large  hall  with  an 
open  timbered  roof,  in  which  some  400  persons  can  be  seated.  The 
classrooms,  used  for  ordinary  form  work,  are  large,  well  aired,  and 
conveniently  arranged.  The  ssience  schools  consist  of  a  well- 
equipped  chemical  laboratory,  with  lecture  room,  and  a  large 
physical  laboratory.  There  is  also  a  dark  room  for  optical  and 
photographic  work,  a  manual  instruction  room,  large  covered 
swimming  bath,  gymnasium,  etc. 

In  order  to  accommodate  the  increased  number  of  boys  in  the 
Junior  School,  a  new  building  was  erected  in  1908.  It  stands  in  the 
School  precincts,  but  is  detached  from  the  remainder  of  the  School. 

The  School  House  forms  part  of  the  School  buildings,  and 
communicates  with  the  Head  Master's  house.  It  has  accommo- 
dation for  about  40  boarders.  It  contains  one  large  dormitory  (for 
14  boys),  and  five  smaller  ones,  these  being  so  arranged  that  two  or 
more  can  be  completely  isolated  in  case  of  illness. 

The  School  provides  a  liberal  education  of  the  highest  grade  in 
preparation  for  the  Universities,  the  Army  and  Navy,  or  for 
professional  and  business  careers.  No  boy  is  allowed  to  enter  for 
an  external  examination  before  the  age  of  16,  except  in  a  few  special 
cases.  Thus  the  work  of  the  Lower  and  Middle  Forms  of  the 
School  is  untrammelled  by  the  exigencies  of  "cramming,"  and  a 
boy  who  leaves  the  School  at  16  will  have  received  a  thoroughly 
sound  and  wide  training  in  languages,  history  and  geography, 
mathematics,  and  science.  In  the  Upper  Forms  a  greater  degree 
of  specialisation  is  permitted.  There  are  numerous  Scholarships, 
Exhibitions,  and  Special  Frizes. 

The  School  has  large  cricket  and  football  fields,  4  fives  courts, 
and  supplies  a  contingent  of  the  Officers'  Training  Corps.

House,  £48  a  year. 

There  is  no  extra  charge  for  gymnasium,  carpentry,  swimming, 
drawing,  and  singing,  or  for  materials  used  in  the  laboratories.

The  College  comprises  both  a  Classical  and  a  Modern  Department 
Boys  may  receive  an  education  on  the  lines  of  an  English  Public 
School,  or  such  an  education  as  is  required  for  a  business  career. 

The  Army  Class  has  been  unusually  successful.  Boys  have 
passed  first  into  Sandhurst  (December,  1901),  sixth  into  Sandhurst 
(July,  1902),  14th  into  Sandhurst  (July,  1903),  and  4th  into 
Sandhurst  (July,  79io).     There  is  no  extra  Army  Class  fee. 

The  college  is  very  richly  endowed  with  valuable  Scholarships 
and  Exhibitions  at  three  Oxford  colleges,  which  are  open  to  boys 
educated  at  the  school.

All  Boys  attending  St.  Paul's  School  must  reside  with  their  parents 
or  guardians,  or  in  the  boarding  houses  licensed  by  the  Governors. 
These  are  kept  by  Mr.  S.  Bevvsher  (Bursar),  Colet  Court,  West 
Kensington,  terms  60  guirieas  ;  Mr.  H  B.  Tristram,  The  High 
House,  Brook  Green,  60  guineas;  Mr.  L.  D.  Wainwright,  Colet 
House,  West  Kensington,  60  guineas. 

There  is  a  registration  fee  of  10s.,  and  an  entrance  fee  of  £1.  The 
tuition  fee  is  £24  gs.  a  year,  of  which  ^8  3s.  is  payable  in  advance 
at  the  beginning  of  each  term.  Dinner  is  provided  at  a  charge  of 
4  guineas,  and  luncheon  at  2  guineas  a  term. 

Foundation  Scholars  pay  the  entrance  fee,  but  are  exempt  from  the 
tuition  fee.  Foundation  Scholarships  are  open  to  all  boys,  whether 
now  in  the  school  or  not,  and  are  divided  into  two  classes — Junior 
Scholarships  and  Senior  Scholarships.  The  Junior  Scholarships 
are  open  to  boys  under  15  (some  at  each  election  being  open  to  boys 
under  12,  if  of  marked  ability),  and  are  tenable  till  the  age  of  17.

The  Foundation  consists  of  60  boys  called  King's  scholars,  of 
whom  40  live  together  in  the  college  buildings,  and  20  are  each  at 
liberty  to  reside  either  at  home  or  in  one  of  the  boarding  houses. 
The  admission  to  vacancies  (averaging  15  yearly)  is  determined  by 
open  competition  in  an  examination  called  the  "  Challenge,"  which 
takes  place  about  midsummer. 

Candidates  must  be  under  the  age  of  14 

Certificates  of  age  and  moral  character  must  be  forwarded  to  the 
Head  Master  at  least  a  week  before  the  examination. 

The  King's  scholars  hold  their  scholarships  subject  to  an  annual 
examination,  in  which  any  scholar  failing  to  satisfy  the  examiners 
of  his  industry  and  progress  forfeits  his  place  on  the  Foundation. 

The  value  of  each  of  the  60  King's  scholarships  is  ^35  yearly,  a 
sum  sufficient  to  cover  tuition  fees  and  all  or  almost  all  obligatory 
school  charges.     King's  scholars  pay  no  entrance  fee. 

Each  of  the  40  resident  King's  scholars  pays  the  annual  sum  of 
£30  in  three  equal  instalments ;  that  is  to  say,  ^"io  at  the  beginning 
of  every  school  term.  Subject  to  such  payment,  he  is  maintained 
during  term  time  out  of  the  income  of  the  college. 

Town  boys  or  boys  not  on  the  Foundation. — A  certain  number  of  Exhibi- 
tions of  £30  or  of  £20  are  also  offered  annually  for  competition. 
Holders  of  Exhibitions  may  live  either  in  a  boarding  house  or  at 
home. 

Candidates  for  Exhibitions,  whether  previously  in  the  school  or 
not,  shall  be  under  14  years  of  age  on  March  25th  of  the  year  in 
which  the  examination  is  held.

An  entrance  examination  is  held 
at  the  beginning  of  each  term.  For  town  boys  the  school  fees  are  5 
guineas  at  entrance,  and  30  guineas  annually  for  tuition.  The  addi- 
tional obligatory  fees  (including  the  games  "  levy  ")  amount  in  no 
case  to  more  than  four  and  a  half  guineas  annually  for  boys  in  Classical 
forms,  or  six  and  a  half  guineas  annually  for  boys  in  Modern  forms. 

Town  boys  either  board  at  one  of  the  boarding  houses  or  attend 
school  as  day  boys.  Day  boys  when  they  are  connected  with  a 
boarding  house  and  dine  there  are  called  half  boarders  ;  when  they 
dine  in  the  college  hall  or  at  home,  home  boarders. 

The  boarding  fees  are:  5  guineas  at  entrance,  65  guineas  yearly 
for  boarders,  24  guineas  for  half  boarders.

The  School  was  founded  in  1613  by  Dame  Alice  Owen,  widow  of 
Sir  Tnomas  Owen,  one  of  Queen  Elizabeth's  Judges.  It  was 
reconstituted  by  a  scheme  of  the  Endowed  Schools'  Commissioners, 
dated  14th  August,  1878,  enlarged  in  1881.  and  again  in  1895. 

It  is  a  day  school,  open  to  all  boys  of  good  character  and  of 
sufficient  bodily  health,  residing  with  their  parents,  guardians,  or 
near  relations  within  degrees  to  be  determined  by  the  Governors. 

Candidates  for  admission  must  not  be  under  eight  years  of  age, 
and  it  is  seldom  possible  to  admit  boys  before  they  are  at  least  nine. 
A  Form  of  Application  for  admission  must  be  filled  up  and  signed 
by  the  candidate's  parent  or  guardian.  The  Entrance  Examination 
is  graduated  according  to  age,  and  candidates  passing  this  are 
admitted  in  order,  according  to  the  date  of  their  application. 

The  senior  boys  are  prepared  for  the  Cambridge  University  Local 
Examinations,  Matriculation,  Intermediate  Examinations  for  B.A. 
and  B.Sc,  Civil  Service,  and  for  open  Scholarships  at  the 
Universities  and  elsewhere. 

There  is  a  playground  attached  to  the  school,  with  a  well  fitted 
gymnasium  and  a  large  covered  shed.  There  is  a  carefully  graduated 
course  of  physical  exercises,  which  all  boys  are  required  to  attend 
unless  specially  excused.  The  football  field  is  situated  at  North 
Finchley,  and  the  cricket  field  at  Hampstead. 

There  are  about  Forty  Foundation  Scholarships  tenable  in  the 
School,  of  the  value  of  ^10  to  £15  annually, 

Alice  Owen  Exhibition  :  A  sum  of  about  ^200  is  available  annually 
for  the  maintenance  of  Exhibitions  tenable  at  any  University, 
Training  College,  or  other  place  of  liberal,  scientific,  or  professional 
education  approved  by  the  Governors.  These  Exhibitions  are 
tenable  for  not  more  than  four  years,  and  are  of  varying  amounts  up 
to,  but  not  exceeding,  ^50  a  year.

The  new  buildings  were  opened  on  July  2Gth,  1907,  by  His 
Majesty  King  Edward,  accompanied  by  Queen  Alexandra  and 
Princess  Victoria,  and  the  school  was  transferred  to  Hampstead  in 
September,  1907.  The  school  was  completely  reorganised  in  J  904, 
with  the  objects  of  ensuring  an  all-round  development,  and  of 
avoiding  over-stimulation  and  premature  specialisation. 

In  the  first  three  Forms  the  curriculum  is  the  same  for  all  boys. 
It  includes  English,  French,  Latin,  Arithmetic,  Mathematics,  Science, 
Drawing,  and  Gymnastics. 

Thereafter,  a  choice  is  given  between  the  Classical  side  and  the 
Modern  and  Scientific  side. 

On  the  Classical  side  the  characteristic  subjects  are  French, 
Latin,  and  Greek ;  on  the  Modern  and  Scientific  side,  French, 
Science,  and  Latin  or  German. 

Application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  the  Registrar  at 
the  school,  from  whom  Application  Forms  and  Prospectus  may  be 
obtained. 

Boys  are  ordinarily  admitted  between  12  and  15.  The  Head 
Master  is  prepared,  in  special  cases,  to  consider  applications  for 
admission  after  the  latter  age  ;  but  no  boy  is  admitted  after  17,  or 
allowed  to  remain  in  the  school  after  the  end  of  the  term  in  which 
he  completes  his  19th  year.  In  the  case  of  a  boy  who  has  already 
been  at  school,  a  certificate  of  character  is  required  from  his 
previous  school. 

An  Entrance  Examination  is  held  on  the  Monday  before  each 
term  begins.  The  Examination  is  directed  to  ascertain  a  boy's 
fitness  to  enter  the  school,  and  to  classify  him  according  to  the 
general  standard  of  his  attainments.  Latin  and  French  are  not 
required,  but  some  knowledge  of  French  is  desirable  ;  stress  is  laid 
on  English  and  Arithmetic. 

The  Inclusive  Fee  for  each  term  is:  — Ten  Guineas  (£10  10s.), 
payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  term,  and  due  from  all  boys 
in  attendance  during  any  part  of  it,  except  those  entering  at  the 
half-term,  for  whom  the  fee  is  £5  5s. 

This  charge  of  Ten  Guineas  per  term  includes  all  fees  save  those 
payable  in  respect  of  Dinners,  the  Cadet  Corps,  Preparation  Class, 
Boxing  Class,  Books,  Stationery,  and  Drawing  Materials.

The  Classical  side  of  the  School  provides  a  general  education, 
and  prepares  for  the  Universities  and  the  higher  work  of  the  Indian 
and  Home  Civil  Services.  For  a  boy  who  comes  to  school  young 
and  shows  promise,  this  side  is  strongly  recommended. 

For  Mathematics  the  school  is  sub-divided  according  to  a 
separate  and  independent  classification,  so  that  a  boy  who  is  good 
at  Mathematics  is  not  kept  back  by  defects  in  other  subjects. 

The  Modern  side  prepares  'for  the  Military  and  Civil  Services, 
and  for  those  professions  and  vocations  which  do  not  require  a 
University  degree.

The  following  are  the  chief  features  of  the  Schedule: — (1) 
Science  is  alternative  with  Greek  and  with  German  in  the  upper 
two-thirds  of  the  school ;  in  the  lower  third  portion  Greek  is  not 
taught.  (2)  French  is  compulsory  in  every  part  of  the  school,  and 
a  boy  may  learn  all  the  subjects  usually  taught  on  "  Modern  sides." 
(3)  Science  {i.e.,  Elementary  Physics,  Chemistry,  and  sometimes 
Botany,  or  Physical  Geography)  and  Drawing  are  compulsory  in 
the  lower  part  and  optional  in  the  upper  part  of  the  school.  (4) 
The  school  is  re-divided  for  Mathematics,  and  only  Mathematical 
Masters  are  engaged  in  teaching  it.  (5)  Efficient  help  is  given  in 
preparation  of  lessons.  (6)  There  are  three  Army  classes,  from 
which  boys  pass  direct  to  Woolwich  and  Sandhurst.  (7)  School 
Examinations  are  in  connection  with  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge 
Board,  whose  Higher  Certificates  procure  exemption,  on  certain 
conditions,  from  the  Oxford  Responsions,  the  Cambridge  Previous, 
the  General  Medical  Preliminary,  and  other  examinations.  The 
subjects  required  for  London  University  Matriculation  are  taken  as 
class  subjects  or  in  one  form.  (8)  There  are  two  Engineering 
classes.  In  these  classes  boys  can  have  their  time  tables  arranged 
according  to  requirements. 

Entrance  Scholarships. — An  examination  takes  place  about 
April  1st,  annually,  for  six  or  more  Scholarships — two  or  more  of 
the  value  of  £70  per  annum,  two  of  ^"50,  and  two  of  /30,  tenable  at 
the  school  for  four  years  or  more. 

There  is  an  entrance  fee  of  £5  to  Uppingham  School.  The  terms 
per  annum  are  ^42  for  tuition,  and  ^73  to  the  house,  payable  in 
advance,  by  three  equal  payments.  These  sums  include  board  and 
washing,  as  well  as  instruction  and  preparation  in  the  evening  with 
the  house  master.  A  house  is  limited  to  33  boarders,  each  of  whom 
has  a  separate  study.  The  terms  for  a  day  boarder  are  ^30  per 
annum.

The  limit  age  is  15  years  at  admission,  but  candidates  over  14J 
are  required  to  pass  a  higher  standard.

The  masters'  wives  and  families  dine  with  the  boys  in  the 
separate  houses. 

There  are  three  or  more  Exhibitions  vacant  each  year,  tenable  at 
some  University,  for  three  years,  of  the  values  of  ^60,  £50,  and  ^40.

St.  Edmund's  College  is  the  successor  in  the  South  of  England 
of  the  College  established  by  William  Allen  (afterwards  Cardinal),  at 
Douay,  in  1568.  That  College  came  to  an  end  during  the  French 
Revolution,  the  students  and  priests  being  sent  to  prison  for  more 
than  a  year.  In  order  to  continue  the  work  of  Douay,  many  of 
them  re-assembled  at  Old  Hall  (where  a  Preparatory  School  had 
already  been  carried  on  since  1769),  and  re-established  the  College 
there,  dedicating  it  to  St.  Edmund  on  November  16th,  1793.  Two 
years  later  the  present  building  was  commenced.  It  has  been  added 
to  at  different  times  since,  the  chief  addition  being  a  Gothic 
Collegiate  Chapel,  designed  by  Pugin,  which  was  opened  in  1853. 
The  school  accommodation  now  includes  provision  for  170  boys,  of 
whom  50  have  private  rooms.  It  stands  high,  in  an  unusually 
healthy  position,  the  soil  being  gravel.  There  is  a  tepid  swimming 
bath,  a  gymnasium,  and  separate  fields  for  football  and  cricket.  The 
infirmary  is  in  a  separate  wing  of  the  main  building,  and  is  under 
the  supervision  of  a  resident  trained  nurse. 

The  course  of  studies  is  adapted  for  candidates  for  the  priesthood, 
or  for  those  destined  for  professional  or  commercial  life.  The  whole 
school  is  examined  annually  under  the  direction  of  the  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  Schools  Examination  Board,  and  the  boys  are  prepared 
for  the  examinations  for  certificate.  For  further  particulars,  apply 
to  Right  Rev.  Mgr.

Wellington  College  was  founded  by  public  subscription  in 
honour  of  the  memory  of  the  great  Duke  of  Wellington,  for  the 
education  of  the  sons  of  deceased  officers  who  shall  have  borne 
commissions  in  His  Majesty's  Army,  or  in  the  Army  of  the  Hon.  East 
India  Company.  Non-Foundationers  are  also  received,  and  are 
eligible  for  all  scholarships.  No  distinction  is  observed  in  the  college 
between  Foundationers  and  Non-Foundationers. 

None  other  than  the  orphan  sons  of  officers  who,  within  five  years 
of  their  death,  had  been  either  on  full  or  half  pay,  are  eligible  for 
admission  on  the  Foundation.  No  boy  can  be  elected  to  the  Founda- 
tion who  is  below  the  age  of  9  years,  or  above  the  age  of  13  on  the 
day  of  election.  The  election  is  in  every  case  conditional  on  the  boy's 
passing  the  entrance  examination.  Boys  who  are  too  young  to  enter 
the  college  on  election  are  admitted  into  Preparatory  Schools  on 
passing  the  prescribed  standards  of  examination. 

Boys  on  the  Foundation  are  boarded  and  educated  at  an  annual 
charge  of  £10.  Foundationers  are  elected  by  the  Governors  present 
at  half-yearly  meetings  held  for  that  purpose,  on  the  first  Wednesday 
in  March,  and  the  last  Wednesday  in  June  in  each  year. 

Boys  are  admitted  as  Non-Foundationers  at  £114  per  annum. 
All  Non-Foundationers  pay  an  entrance  fee  of  £6,  of  which  £1  is 
payable  when  the  boy's  name  isentered,  and  £5  when  he  comes,  but 
they  cannot  be  admitted  under  the  age  of  12  or  over  the  age  of  15. 

Officers'  sons  are  educated  in  the  college  buildings  at  the  specially 
reduced  charge  of  ^99  per  annum.  The  number  of  boys  to  be 
admitted  at  these  terms  depends  on  the  condition  of  the  college 
finances.  A  boy's  name  may  be  entered  on  the  college  books  at  any 
date  after  his  birth,  to  enjoy  this  privilege.  The  boy's  exact  age 
and  the  father's  rank  in  the  service  must  in  every  case  be  stated. 
Boys  are  admitted  to  this  privilege  immediately  they  enter  the 
school,  and  must  not  be  over  13^  years  of  age  at  the  beginning  of 
the  term  when  they  enter  (the  terms  for  this  purpose  are  reckoned 
as  beginning  on  January  1st,  May  1st,  and  September  1st  in  each 
year).  A  boy's  name  may  be  put  down  on  the  entry  list  of  not  more 
than  two  terms.  The  registration  fee  will  be  payable  for  each  date. 
Dates  of  entrance,  once  registered,  cannot  subsequently  be  altered. 
Boys  who  have  the  advantage  of  this  reduction  may  hold  at  the 
same  time  any  Scholarships  which  are  tenable  in  the  school.  Boys 
will  not  be  required  to  pass  any  Competitive  Examination  to  quality 
for  the  reduction,  but  they  must  reach  a  reasonable  standard  of 
acquirement  for  their  age  in  the  ordinary  Entrance  Examination  of 
the  college.

The  College  was  founded  in  1843  by  Lord  John  George  Beresford 
(Primate  of  All  Ireland),  and  other  influential  English  and  Irish 
gentlemen,  to  provide  for  the  sons  of  the  Irish  gentry  a  public 
school,  similar  to  the  great  English  schools,  and  conducted  on 
definite  Church  of  Ireland  principles.  The  College  has  always 
aimed  at  maintaining  the  best  tone  and  traditions  of  public  school 
life,  and  especially  the  Public  School  Prefectorial  System,  by  which 
boys  are  best  taught  self-government. 

That  this  original  object  of  the  foundation  has  been  adhered  to 
is  testified  by  the  words  of  Archbishop  Trench,  spoken  in  1874  : 
"  From  the  first  moment  that  I  held  any  position  of  responsibility  in 
Ireland  I  have  felt  the  importance  of  S.  Columba's.  It  is  founded 
on  the  same  model  as  Harrow  and  Eton,  and  can  produce  here  many 
of  the  grand  moral  essentials  of  the  English  institutions."  And 
further  evidence  is  borne  by  I  lis  Excellency  Earl  Cadogan,  who, 
addressing  the  School  in  1898,  said  :  "  Ever  since  I  have  been  in 
Ireland  I  have  felt  a  strong  wish  to  visit  S.  Columba's,  both  because 
of  its  similarity  to  the  schools  of  which  we  are  so  proud  in  England, 
and  because  it  has  been  the  place  of  education  of  several  very  dear 
friends  of  mine." 

In  beauty  and  healthfulness  of  situation  the  College  is  unrivalled 
in  the  United  Kingdom  ;  standing  in  grounds  of  52  acres,  on  a 
slope  of  the  Dublin  Mountains,  at  a  height  of  500  feet  above  Dublin 
Bay,  mountain  and  sea  air  combines  to  make  it  healthy. 

Besides  the  ordinary  school  buildings,  there  are  a  chapel,  racquet 
court,  fives  court,  gymnasium,  swimming  bath  (outdoor),  chemical 
and  physical  laboratory,  boys'  library  and  museum,  workshop  for 
carpentry,  and  a  sanatorium. 

There  are  four  large  dormitories,  all  well  ventilated,  and  warmed 
by  fires  or  hot  air  in  winter.

Boys  who  wish  to  join  the  modern  department  can  give  up  Greek, 
and  devote  additional  time  to  Mathematics  and  Modern  Languages 
without  any  extra  charge. 

The  games  are  thoroughly  organised,  and  cricket  and  football  are 
compulsory.

Morrison's  Academy  is  an  endowed  School,  situated  in  the  town  of 
Crieff,  which  stands  in  the  centre  of  the  Perthshire  Highlands.  The 
School  stands  high,  and  has  a  full  southern  exposure,  while  the 
district  is  noted  for  its  dry  and  bracing,  yet  genial  climate,  and  its 
lovely  scenery.     Crieff  is  a  much  frequented  health  resort. 

The  School  is  administered  by  a  body  of  Governors,  in  which  are 
representatives  of  Edinburgh  University  (Principal  Sir  William 
Turner  and  Professor  Hardie),  and  other  public  bodies.  The 
Chairman  of  the  Governors  is  Mr.  W.  Stuart  Fraser,  W.S., 
Edinburgh. 

There  are  three  departments  in  the  School — Lower,  Intermediate, 
and  Upper.  Boys  are  admitted  to  the  School  from  the  age  of  ten, 
on  passing  an  Elementary  Examination.  The  various  curricula  in 
force  provide  for  preparation  for  the  Universities,  the  Army  and 
Navy,  Engineering,  and  for  ordinary  business  pursuits.  There  is  a 
large  staff  of  highly  trained  Masters. 

The  School  occupies  a  commanding  position  within  its  own 
grounds  of  12  acres,  which  afford  ample  scope  for  all  kinds  of 
outdoor  games  and  pastimes.  The  Masters  take  part  in  the  games, 
while  a  cricket  professional  coaches  during  the  season.  The 
buildings,  erected  in  i860,  have  been  modernised  and  enlarged  from 
time  to  time,  and  contain  suitable  classroom,  laboratory,  workshop, 
and  gymnasium  accommodation.  The  School  furnishes  a  contingent 
to  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Officers'  Training  Corps. 

Under  the  same  Governing  Body  there  is  a  separate  School  for 
Girls,  with  an  organisation  similar  to  that  of  the  Boys'  School,  but 
housed  in  a  separate  building,  in  grounds  of  its  own,  and  with  a  staff 
of  highly  trained  lady  graduates.  In  the  Girls'  School  there  is  a 
Kindergarten  Department  for  little  boys  and  girls. 

Attached  to  the  Boys'  School  there  is  a  large  Boarding  House  for 
boys.  It  is  under  the  control  of  the  Head  Master,  and  is  fitted  up 
with  every  modern  convenience.  An  isolated  sanatorium  in  the 
grounds  is  used  for  all  cases  of  infectious  disease.  The  sanitary 
arrangements  are  inspected  annually,  and  the  sewage  system  of  the 
town  has  been  entirely  re-cast,  a  new  system  having  been  introduced 
embodying  all  the  latest  ideas  on  this  subject.  Boarders  are  also 
received  in  many  private  houses  in  town,  and  families  coming  to 
reside  will  find  an  ample  choice  of  houses. 

Crieff  is  in  direct  communication  with  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow, 
and  with  London  via  L.  &  N.  W.  and  Caledonian  Railways.

Dollar  Institution,  founded  in  1818,  with  trust  funds  exceeding 
£90,000,  and  re-organised  in  1888  by  the  Endowed  Schools 
Commission,  is  now  a  School  for  Higher  Education  only. 

It  is  under  the  management  of  a  Board  of  Governors,  elected 
periodically  by  the  Universities  of  Edinburgh  and  St.  Andrews,  and 
other  Public  Bodies. 

The  school  buildings  have  been  recently  re-arranged,  and  are  now 
wholly  given  up  to  classroom  accommodation.  There  are  well 
equipped  chemical  and  physical  laboratories,  and  a  workshop  for 
the  manual  instruction  class.  The  gymnasium  is  one  of  the  finest 
in  the  country. 

The  school  grounds  extend  to  upwards  of  20  acres,  and  contain 
football  and  cricket  fields,  tennis  courts,  and  a  botanical  garden. 

There  is  an  Entrance  Examination  in  elementary  subjects,  and  no 
pupil  is  admitted  to  the  Institution  who  has  not  passed  this  or  its 
equivalent.  The  proper  close  of  the  curriculum  is  the  examination 
for  the  Leaving  Certificate,  recognised  as  a  passport  to  the  higher 
grades  of  employment  and  to  professional  study.  Among  the 
authorities  who  accept  these  certificates  in  lieu  of  passing  their  own 
preliminary  examination  may  be  named  the  Universities  of  Oxford, 
Cambridge,  Edinburgh,  etc.,  the  War  Office,  the  General  Medical 
Council,  the  Lords  of  Council  and  Session,  the  Societies  of 
Solicitors,  Accountants,  and  many  others. 

The  whole  work  of  the  Institution  is  under  the  inspection  and 
examination  of  the  Scotch  Education  Department  for  Higher  Schools. 

Dollar  lies  on  the  southern  slope  of  the  Ochils,  a  range  of  hills  in 
the  south  of  Perthshire,  from  1,000  to  2,000  feet  in  height,  running 
from  east  to  west,  and  forming  the  boundary  line  between  the 
Highland  and  Lowland  scenery  of  Scotland.  Few  places  are  so 
favourably  situated  in  regard  to  natural  beauty,  historical  interest, 
and  facilities  for  health-giving  exercise  in  hill-climbing,  fishing, 
cycling,  and  geological  and  botanical  study. 

The  medical  testimony  to  the  salubrity  of  Dollar,  and  its  special 
suitability  as  a  place  of  residence  for  young  people,  is  of  the 
strongest  character.  The  climate  is  mild  yet  bracing  ;  the  subsoil 
is  gravel;  the  water  supply  is  pure  and  ample  ;  and  the  drainage 
is  of  modern  and  approved  constiuction. 

Dollar  is  reached  in  about  an  hour  from  Glasgow  by  the  N.B.R. 
direct  trains  of  the  Devon  Valley  and  Glenfarg  route  ;  and  in  an 
hour  and  a  half  from  Edinburgh  via  the  Forth  Bridge  and  Alloa. 
The  trains  from  Glasgow  call  at  Larbert,  where  there  is  a  connection 
with  the  L.  &  N.W.R.  system.

Engineering   Training. 

It    is  essential  that  all  intending  Engineers  should  pass  through 

(a)  a  course  of  scientific  instruction  at  a  Technical  Institution,  and 

(b)  at  least  two  years  in  commercial  engineering  works. 

All  recognised  authorities  admit  that  the  best  possible  plan  is  thy 
alternation  of  college  training  with  works  experience,  commonle 
known  as  the  "  sandwich  system."  This  method  gives  the  engineer- 
ing student  early  opportunities  of  applying  his  scientific  knowledge 
to  practical  problems,  and  helps  him  to  appreciate  the  practical 
application  of  his  scientific  instruction.  With  this  end  in  view  the 
Governors  of  the  Electrical  Standardizing,  Testing  and  Training 
Institution  (Established  1889)  secured  the  co-operation  of  a  large 
number  of  engineering  firms  of  high  standing,  to  supplement  the 
training  given  at  the  central  technical  institution  they  have  erected 
in  London.  This  building,  Faraday  House,  has  well  equipped 
workshops  and  laboratories  open  to  the  inspection  of  parents  and 
guardians  every  Friday  afternoon,  between  3  and  5  ;  the  technical 
staff  is  highly  qualified,  and  the  tuition  is  augmented  by  lectures 
from  professional  experts  in  the  various  subjects  taught. 

New  courses  of  instruction  begin  in  January,  after  Easter,  and  in 
September.

T^he  engineering  profession  offers  to  the  sons  of  a  "  world  "  Power 
like  England,  with  its  vast  possessions  and  its  enormous 
commercial  interests,  an  unlimited  held  for  their  energies.  The 
profession  is  sometimes  said  to  be  overstocked,  but  while 
competition,  especially  at  home,  is  no  doubt  severe — as,  indeed,  it 
is  in  most  professions — there  is  no  profession  in  which  a  man  has 
more  opportunity  not  only  of  making  a  living,  but  of  attaining  to 
eminence  ;  and  none  more  honourable  or  of  more  utility  to  the 
community.  Success,  however,  can  only  be  looked  for  as  the 
reward  of  honest  and  strenuous  labour,  and  requires  force  of 
character  and  at  least  average  ability.  Unfortunately  there  appears 
to  be  an  impression  abroad  that  if  a  boy  does  not  do  particularly 
well  at  school,  and  is  not  likely  to  gain  a  scholarship  at  the 
Universities,  or  to  pass,  a  competitive  examination  for  the  Army  or 
the  Navy,  or  for  Government  employment,  he  is  still  good  enough 
to  make  an  engineer,  especially  if  he  should  show  some  mechanical 
tastes,  or  be  clever  with  his  hands.  Such  a  boy  might  become  a 
good  artisan,  it  is  true,  but  would  hardly  be  likely  to  attain  much 
distinction  as  a  member  of  the  engineering  profession.  It  is  not 
meant  by  this  to  assert  that  a  boy  will  not  succeed  as  an  engineer 
unless  he  is  a  scholar  of  his  school,  a  prize  winner,  or  at  the  top  of 
his  form  ;  he  may  and  often  does  succeed,  if  he  has  the  other 
qualities  which  are  necessary.  And  a  clever  boy.  on  the  other 
hand,  often  proves  a  failure  where  these  qualities  are  lacking;  but 
it  is  foolish  to  expect  that  a  boy  w,ho  is  no  use  for  anything  else 
will  make  an  engineer. 

The  points  of  character  which  distinguish  a  successful  engineer 
are  decision,  courage,  and  self-reliance,  a  sound  common  sense 
which  will  enable  him  to  view  things  in  their  proper  proportion, 
capacity  for  hard  work,  and  tact  in  the  management  of  men.  In 
addition  to  these  he  should  possess  a  good  constitution,  as  the 
engineer's  life  is  one  which  generally  entails  considerable  exposure 
in  all  kinds  of  weather,  and  much  physical  and  mental  strain. 
With  these  preliminary  remarks,  the  training  required  for  an 
engineer  may  now  be  considered.  And,  first,  a  few  words  as  to  the 
kind  of  education  a  boy  should  receive  at  school  up  to  the  age  of 
from  sixteen  to  eighteen.

It  is  not  necessary  here  to  discuss  the  vexed  question  of  the  utility 
of  the  classical  languages  as  a  means  of  education,  but  it  may  be 
assumed  that  for  boys  intended  for  the  profession  of  an  engineer  it 
is  advisable  to  drop  the  study  of  these  languages  on  passing  into 
the  senior  school,  and  to  devote  attention  chiefly  to  getting  a  good 
grasp  of  Elementary  Mathematics,  Mechanics,  Physics,  and 
Chemistry,  while  it  would  be  well  to  continue  the  study  of  French 
or  German.  A  boy  should  be  well  grounded  in  these  subjects,  and 
should  not  leave  school  until  he  is  able  to  pass  some  examination 
of  the  standard  of  the  matriculation  examination  of  the  London 
University.  The  Institute  of  Civil  Engineers  recognise  the  necessity 
of  some  proof  of  general  education  by  requiring  candidates  for  the 
studentship  of  the  Institution,  if  they  have  not  already  passed  some 
recognised  examination,  to  undergo  an  examination  in  English, 
Elementary  Mathematics,  and  two  of  the  following  subjects : 
Elementary  Physics,  Elementary  Chemistry,  Geometrical  Drawing, 
Latin,  Greek,  and  Modern  Languages  (it  not  being  permitted  to 
offer  more  than  one  language). 

On  leaving  school,  which  should  certainly  not  take  place  at  an 
earlier  age  than  sixteen,  there  are  two  chief  ways  of  preparing  for 
the  engineering  profession.  One — the  plan  which,  until  com- 
paratively recent  years,  was  almost  universally  adopted — is  to 
place  the  boy  as  a  pupil  with  an  engineer  ;  the  other  to  send  him 
to  some  recognised  engineering  college.  And  here  there  is  a  point 
which  may  be  mentioned :  it  is  true  there  are  various  branches  of 
engineering — mechanical,  electrical,  mining,  and  civil  (the  last,  a 
term  originally  used  simply  to  distinguish  the  work  carried  out  by 
civilians  from  military  engineering,  may  be  taken  to  include  the 
construction  of  railways,  canals,  docks,  and  harbours,  and  municipal 
works);  yet,  as  far  as  the  training  of  students  is  concerned,  the 
basis  should  be  the  same  for  all,  although  towards  the  end  of  their 
training  some  small  amount  of  specialisation  is  legitimate, 
according  to  the  branch  it  is  intended  to  take  up. 

Returning  to  the  system  of  training.  A  boy  may  be  placed  as  a 
pupil  in  the  office  of  a  civil  engineer  ;  for  this  a  premium  of  from 
£100  to  £500  will  have  to  be  paid  for  a  training  of  from  three  to 
five  years.  It  is,  however,  of  little  use  placing  a  boy  with  an 
engineer  who  is  not  in  good  practice,  and  practice   of   a   varied 
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nature,  as  obviously  he  will  lose  the  chief  advantage  which  should 
be  looked  for — that  of  seeing  a  variety  of  work,  both  in  design  and 
in  construction.  The  pupil  under  this  system  will  become  a  good 
draughtsman,  and  will  gain  an  insight  into  the  principles  of 
design  and  construction  and  of  office  routine,  but  he  will  receive 
practically  no  instruction  in  theory ;  and  to  make  good  this 
defect  he  will  be  well  advised  to  get  what  teaching  he  can  by 
means  of  evening  classes  at  some  institution.  On  the  other  hand, 
he  will,  if  he  makes  himself  useful,  obtain  some  berth  by  the 
introduction  of  the  engineer  on  work  under  construction,  and  thus 
make  a  start  in  life. 

If  the  branch  of  the  profession  the  student  intends  to  follow  be 
mechanical  or  electrical,  he  would  under  this  system  be  apprenticed 
for  a  period  of  from  three  tos  live  years  in  the  works  of  some 
engineering  firm  or  railway  company.  The  premiums  would  here 
range  from  £50  to  £100  a  year.  On  no  account  should  the  pupil 
at  the  outset  enter  upon  any  special  kind  of  work,,  otherwise  his 
training  will  be  narrowed.  He  should,  during  his  period  of 
apprenticeship,  pass  through  all  the  departments  until  he  reaches 
the  drawing  office  and  learns  something  of  the  design  of  machinery 
and  plant.  Here  again,  as  in  the  case  of  the  civil  engineer,  the 
student,  unless  he  avails  himself  of  the  opportunity  of  pursuing  his 
study  of  theory  elsewhere,  will  find  himself  unable  to  advance 
beyond  the  mere  rule  of  thumb  practice.  It  is,  however,  very 
difficult  for  him  to  combine  such  study,  which  must  be  done  in  the 
evenings,  with  his  work  in  the  daytime,  when  the  hours  are 
usually  from  6  a.m.  to  5  p.m. ;  he  will  be  too  tired  physically  to 
do  much  brain  work. 

For  these  reasons,  as  it  is  difficult  to  arrange  to  combine 
theoretical  study  with  practice  in  "  works,"  it  is  now  generally 
considered  advisable  for  a  boy  to  proceed  straight  from  school,  as 
soon  as  he  is  sufficiently  advanced,  to  an  engineering  college.  Of 
these  there  are  many  giving  an  excellent  training.  At  Cambridge, 
the  Mechanical  Science  Tripos  may  be  taken ;  at  Liverpool, 
Manchester,  or  Leeds,  the  science  degree  in  engineering  of  the 
Victoria  University,  or  in  Birmingham  that  of  the  new  University, 
while  in  the  University  of  London,  during  the  year  1901,  a  degree 
of  B.Sc.    in    Engineering    was    instituted.      Glasgow    and    Dublin 
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also  confer  degrees.  In  London  the  three  schools  of  the  University 
— viz.,  University  College,  King's  College,  and  the  Central 
Technical  Institution  of  the  City  and  Guilds — all  have  good 
engineering  courses,  which  are  available  both  for  students  wishing 
to  take  the  degree  and  for  those  who  are  satisfied  with  the  college 
diplomas  only.  The  Royal  College  of  Science  specialises  in  mining 
engineering,  and  King's  College  also  provides  such  a  course. 

Most  of  the  colleges  require  students  to  pass  an  entrance 
examination  in  English,  Elementary  Mathematics  and  Mechanics, 
and  Elementary  Physics  or  Chemistry,  in  order  to  test  if  they  are 
sufficiently  advanced  to  follow  the  technical  course  of  instruction 
Where  the  number  admitted  annually  is  limited,  and  the  candidates 
are  considerably  in  excess  of  the  places  available,  the  entrance 
examination  becomes  a  competitive  examination  of  some  stringency. 

In  some  colleges  and  polytechnics  students  may,  under  certain 
conditions,  be  also  admitted  for  certain  subjects  instead  of  taking 
the  full  course. 

The  full  training  of  all  these  colleges  extends  over  three  years, 
but  in  some  cases  students  may  take  a  part  of  the  course  only, 
though  this  is  not  to  be  recommended. 

The  cost  varies  from  about  £30  to  £60  a  year  for  the  full  course. 
Full  details  as  to  the  courses,  fees,  etc.,  are  given  in  the  calendars 
of  the  various  colleges. 

The  first  year's  course  is  generally  of  a  preliminary  nature,  and 
attention  is  chiefly  given  to  mathematics  .and  mechanics,  physics, 
chemistry,  geology,  etc.,  but  engineering,  drawing,  and  surveying 
are  also  begun.  In  the  second  and  third  years  the  following 
subjects  are  dealt  with  : — Strength  of  materials,  theory  of  structure, 
elements  of  machine  design,  building  construction,  descriptive 
engineering,  design  of  engineering  works,  electrical  technology, 
etc.  At  this  period  of  the  course  the  student  should  decide  to  which 
branch  of  engineering  he  intends  more  especially  to  devote  himself, 
and,  having  obtained  a  grasp  of  the  principles  of  engineering, 
should  apply  them  to  the  special  kind  of  work  lie  is  likely  to  take 
up.  Thus  a  civil  engineer  would  study  the  design  and  execution  of 
railways,  docks,  and  harbour  works,  canals  and  irrigation  works, 
and  municipal  works,  such  as  water  supply,  drainage,  etc.  ;  the 
mechanical  engineer  would  follow  out  the  design  of  machinery  and 
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plant  ;  the  electrical  engineer  the  details  of  electric  traction, 
lighting,  transmission  of  power,  etc.;  while  the  mining  engineer 
would  give  more  attention  to  geology  and  mineralogy,  chemistry, 
metallurgy,  assaying,  mining  operations  and  plant. 

In  all  modern  engineering  colleges  great  stress  is  laid  on  practical 
and  laboratory  training,  which  is  taken  in  conjunction  with  the 
lectures,  and  serves  to  illustrate  and  apply  the  principles  imparted. 
The  college  training  cannot,  however,  take  the  place  of  that  which 
is  to  be  gained  in  "works"  (such  as  those  of  the  Electrical 
Standardizing,  Testing,  and  Training  Institution  and  the  works 
affiliated  with  it,  see  p.  513),  or  by  taking  part  in  actual  practice 
of  an  engineer  ;  it  is  only  to  be  looked  upon  as  the  foundation. 

The  student  during,  his  college  course  will  endeavour,  if  he  be 
wise,  to  obtain  a  degree  in  engineering  at  one  of  the  Universities, 
or,  if  he  finds  this  beyond  his  powers,  at  least  to  gain  the  college 
certificates  of  his  having  completed  a  satisfactory  course  in  the 
various  subjects  of  the  curriculum.  He  should  also  prepare  himself 
for  admission  to  one  of  the  chief  engineering  societies,  first  by 
becoming  a  student  and  thus  gaining  the  privilege  of  attending  the 
meetings  where  papers  on  engineering  subjects  are  read,  and  of 
visiting  important  works  in  progress  ;  and  afterwards  by  becoming 
a  corporate  member  under  regulations  which  he  can  obtain  on 
inquiry  from  the  secretary. 

The  question  now  to  be  considered  is  that  of  the  prospects  of  a 
young  engineer  after  the  completion  of  his  training,  whether  at  a 
college  or  in  works,  or,  better  still,  in  both.  Unless  he  has  an 
opening  ready  for  him,  or  private  means  which  will  enable  him  to 
undertake  contracts,  or  unless  he  gains  a  public  appointment,  he 
must  be  contented  for  some  years  to  work  hard  for  a  small 
remuneration.  If  he  finishes  his  time  in  "works,"  if  he  is  any  good, 
lie  will  usually  be  offered  some  post  at  £100  to  C200  a  year,  and, 
.iller  gaining  experience,  will  qualify  for  an  assistant-managership, 
and  be  able  to  find  employment  ;  and  if  he  proves  to  possess,  in 
addition  to  sound  technical  knowledge,  the  qualities  on  which 
stress  has  already  been  laid,  common  rense,  tact  in  managing  men, 
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and  business  capacity,  he  will  not  fail  to  obtain  a  good  position, 
with  a  salary  rising  to  £1,000  a  year  or  more. 

The  young  civil  engineer  will  be  on  the  look-out  for  a  berth, 
with  much  the  same  salary  at  starting,  on  some  work  under  con- 
struction, either  as  an  assistant  under  the  resident  engineer,  or 
(which  is  first-rate  experience)  with  a  contractor.  He,  in  the  same 
way,  as  he  gains  experience,  will  be  able  to  obtain  a  post  as  a 
resident  engineer  at  a  salary  of  from  £400  to  £1,000  a  year.  He 
would  also  be  eligible  to  compete  for  technical  posts  in  boroughs 
or  municipalities. 

At  the  top  of  the  profession  are  the  consulting  engineers,  who, 
when  successful,  earn  large  incomes.  To  start  as  a  consulting 
engineer  means  waiting  two  or  three  years  after  gaining  the 
necessary  experience  in  the  actual  construction  and  design  of 
engineering  works  of  various  degrees  of  magnitude,  without  earning 
anything  much  while  a  connection  is  being  worked  up.  The  work 
is  not  so  much  carrying  out  the  construction  as  designing  and 
preparation  of  detailed  drawings  and  estimates,  and  the  drawing 
up  of  reports  for  clients,  all  of  which  are  done  on  a  scale  of  fees  ; 
such  practice  requires  considerable  business  capacity  as  well  as 
thorough  technical  knowledge  and  training. 

For  young  men  who  are  prepared  to  go  abroad  there  are  many 
openings,  both  on  works  such  as  railways,  roads,  canals,  docks  and 
harbours,  and  in  electrical  installations  for  tramways,  lighting,  etc., 
in  new  towns,  laying  down  plant  and  machinery  in  railway  shops 
and  other  works  ;  while  for  the  mining  engineers  new  countries 
offer  a  great  field.  In  all  these  cases  the  thoroughly  well  equipped 
engineer  can  hardly  fail  to  make  his  way,  and  to  obtain  a  con- 
siderable measure  of  success.  Such  work  is  unusually  rough,  and  a 
man  needs  a  good  constitution  to  carry  him  through  it ;  and  it 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  he  will  have  to  rely  much  more  on 
himself  than  if  he  were  engaged  in  work  at  home. 

There  are  many  branches  of  the  public  service  open  to  young 
engineers  who  are  successful  in  the  necessary  examinations,  most 
of  which  are  competitive. 

Amongst  the  appointments  offered  by  the  Indian  Government  are 
from  eight  to  twenty  for  assistant  engineers  of  the  Public  Works 
Department,  commencing  salary  Ks.420  a  month,  equal    to   about 
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£.336  a  year  at  present ;  three  or  five  for  assistant  superintendents 
in  the  Indian  Telegraph  Service,  commencing  salary  about  £280 
per  annum  ;  appointments  are  also  offered  in  the  Forest  Depart- 
ment and  in  the  Accounts.  These  services  offer  very  fair  prospects 
of  promotion,  with  pensions  after  twenty  to  thirty  years'  service  or 
at  the  age  of  fifty-five  years. 

The  status  of  Engineers  in  the  Royal  Navy  has  been  very  greatly 
improved  under  the  new  Admiralty  scheme  issued  in  1901. 
In  future  all  officers  intended  for  the  Engineer  branch  of  the  Navy 
will  enter  the  service  under  exactly  the  same  conditions  as  for  the 
Executive  branch  and  for  the  Royal  Marines,  viz.,  as  naval 
cadets,  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  thirteen.  These  cadets  will 
all  be  trained  on  the  same  system  until  they  pass  from  the  rank  of 
sub-lieutenant  between  the  ages  of  nineteen  and  twenty.  At 
about  the  age  of  twenty  they  will  be  distributed  among  the  three 
branches  of  the  service.  Sub-lieutenants  of  the  Engineer  branch 
will  go  to  the  college  at  Keyham  for  a  professional  course,  at  the 
expiration  of  which  a  proportion  will  be  selected  to  take  to 
Greenwich  for  a  further  course,  while  the  remainder  will  go  to  sea 
The  ranks  of  the  Engineer  officers  will  be  assimilated  to  the 
corresponding  ranks  of  Executive  officers.  The  pay  of  future 
Engineer  officers  will  range  from  12s.  to  20s.  per  diem  for 
Lieutenants  (e),  24s.  to  33s.  for  Commanders  (e),  35s.  to  40s.  for 
Captains    (e),    and  finally  60s.  for  Rear-Admirals    (e). 

Civilian  posts  under  the  Admiralty  include  those  of  assistant 
civil  engineers,  and  assistant  surveyors  in  dockyards,  and  are 
gained  by  competitive  examination  after  practical  training. 
Assistant  surveyors  on  the  Royal  Engineers  civil  staff  are 
appointed  after  examination.  Candidates  must  have  had  technical 
training.  There  are  also  various  appointments  in  the  Government 
service  for  draughtsmen.

7  n  spite  of  the  multiplication  of  medical  schools  throughout  the 
country,  and  the  lower  scale  of  fees  which  has  arisen  therefrom, 
the  returns  of  the  Medical  Council  for  this  country  show  that 
during  recent  years  the  numbers  of  those  who  enter  the  profession 
have  undergone  not  only  a  relative  but  also  an  absolute  diminution. 
The  addition  of  one  year  to  the  curriculum  in  1892  may  have 
something  to  do  with  the  drop'in  the  numbers  of  the  ensuing  years, 
but  it  would  seem  inadequate  to  explain  so  great  a  change. 
Whether  this  be  the  full  explanation  or  not,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
at  the  present  moment  the  ranks  of  the  profession  are  very  con- 
siderably thinned  ;  and  though,  as  might  be  expected,  the  effects  of 
the  shrinkage  are,  so  far,  limited  to  the  younger  members,  the  time 
will  soon  be  coming  when  the  falling  off  will  be  felt  among  the 
established  practitioners,  and  to  their  very  considerable  advantage. 
But  during  the  same  period  another  cause  has  come  into  play 
which  is  tantamount  in  its  results  to  a  still  greater  reduction  in 
the  number  of  qualified  medical  men.  Until  recently  the  employ- 
ment of  unqualified  practitioners — though,  of  course,  discouraged 
by  the  Medical  Council — was  practically  winked  at.  In  the  year 
1897  the  Council  put  its  foot  down  sternly,  and  from  that  time  the 
employment  of  unqualified  assistants  by  qualified  Medical  men 
became  a  heinous  offence,  punishable  by  withdrawal  of  the  license 
to  practise. 

From  the  action  of  these  two  causes — i.e.,  the  diminution  in  the 
numbers  entering  the  profession  and  the  large  increase  of  work  in 
consequence  of  the  disappearance  of  the  unlicensed  practitioner — 
it  will  be  easily  understood  how  great  at  the  present  day  is  the 
demand  for  the  medical  man.  A  very  few  years  ago  the  recognised 
weekly  salary  for  a  locum  tenens  was  three  guineas ;  now  the 
minimum  is  four,  and  five  and  six  are  constantly  given.     In  fact, 
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during  the  holiday  months  it  is  with  the  greatest  difficulty  that 
substitutes  can  be  obtained  at  all.  There  can  be  no  doubt,  then, 
that  the  present  is  a  most  favourable  time  fur  entering  the  pro- 
fession. Work  at  fair  remuneration  can  be  guaranteed  when  once 
the  license  to  practise  has  been  obtained. 

But  how  is  the  anxious  parent  to  recognise  his  son's  fitness  or 
unfitness,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  the  practice  of  the  healing  art  ? 

It  must  be  confessed  that  in  the  enormous  majority  of  cases  the 
doctor  is  emphatically  made,  and  not  born.  A  boy  who  clamours 
to  become  a  doctor  is,  in  the  writer's  experience,  a  rarity;  and 
when  the  desire  is  expressed,  it  has,  in  all  probability,  been 
suggested  by  the  sight  of  some  murderous  looking  surgical 
instrument.  The  parent  has,  as  a  rule,  no  predilection  on  the  part 
of  his  son  to  guide  him,  and  the  choice  becomes  no  easy  one.  Two 
qualities  he  should  regard  as  indispensable.  The  first  of  these  is 
diligence.  This  sounds  a  mere  truism,  and  diligence  no  doubt  is 
essential  for  success  in  any  walk  in  life.    But  it  is  specially  necessary 

medicine,  and  in  this  case  its  absence  brings  with  it  disaster  not 
only  to  the  doctor,  but  to  those  who  are  unfortunate  enough  to 
come  under  his  charge. 

The  second  essential  may  be  called  aptitude.  This  term  must  be 
accepted  in  as  wide  a  sense  as  possible.  All  that  it  need  imply  is 
the  possession  of  some  liking  for  natural  science.  And  it  need  not 
be  science  according  to  the  schools.  Country-bred  boys  with  a 
taste  for  natural  history,  even  though  they  have  no  love  for  books, 
and  may  take  an  unconscionable  time  in  getting  through  their 
examinations,  often  make  most  admirable  doctors.  Their  habit  of 
observation  stands  them  in  good  stead ;  and  when  the  student  of 
books  may  have  forgotten  all  he  knew,  the  lover  of  nature  is  still 
learning  from  his  patients. 

The  choice  should  be  made  early,  if  possible  while  the  boy  is  still 
at  school,  and  the  final  two  years  of  his  school  education  should  be 
arranged  with  that  definite  end  in  view.  The  writer  is  aware  that 
this  advice  will  meet  in  some  quarters  with  strong  disapproval,  but 
all  the  same  he  is  convinced  of  its  wisdom.  In  a  more  leisurely  age 
the  choice  could  well  be  deferred  until  the  person  mainly  concerned 
was  at  a  time  of  life  in  which  he  could  make  his  own  selection. 
But  to  follow  such  a  course  at  the  present  day,  if  a  medical  career 
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is  contemplated,  involves  a  most  serious  loss  of  time  and  oppor- 
tunities. The  consequent  sacrifice  of  general  culture  is  certainly;  to 
be  regretted,  but  it  is  unavoidable  for  the  average  student,  at  all 
events  if  he  is  to  obtain  proficiency  in  this  line  of  activity.  The 
development  of  medicine  and  its  allied  sciences  of  late  years  has 
been  so  great  that  the  ship  must  be  lightened  somehow,  and  it  is 
the  luxuries  of  life  that  should  go  overboard  rather  than  the 
necessities. 

The  momentous  decision  having  been  made,  the  first  step  to 
carry  it  into  effect  is  registration  as  a  medical  student  at  the  offices 
of  the  General  Medical  Council.0  A  student  cannot  be  registered 
until  he  has  attained  the  age  of  sixteen  years  and  has  passed  a 
preliminary  examination  in  the  following  subjects: — (1 )  English  ; 
(2)  Latin;  (3)  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  and  Euclid,  Books  I.,  II.,  and 
III. ;  (4)  either  Greek  or  any  modern  language.  The  standard 
required  is  not  higher  than  a  boy  of  sixteen  should  be  able  to 
attain.  For  this  purpose  the  Council  recognise  the  professional 
preliminary  examination  of  the  College  of  Preceptors,  particulars 
of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  secretary,  College  of  Preceptors, 
Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.  Certificates  of  Matriculation  and  the 
local  examinations  of  British  and  Colonial  Universities  are  accepted 
by  the  General  Medical  Council  provided  that  the  above  mentioned 
subjects  be  shown  to  have  been  included  at  one  and  the  same  time. 

For  students  who  live  in  the  metropolitan  counties  the 
matriculation  examination  of  the  University  of  London  is  strongly 
recommended  as  a  preliminary  to  registration.  Changes  have 
recently  been  made  in  it  which  have  robbed  the  test  of  many  of  its 
terrors,  and  a  schoolboy  of  average  intelligence  and  industry  ought 
now  to  be  able  to  pass  it  certainly  not  later  than  in  his  seventeenth 
year,  and  without  any  special  preparation.  It  possesses  the 
advantage  of  forming  the  first  step  to  a  medical  degree,  the  import- 
ance of  which  can  hardly  be  over-estimated.  Even  if  the  student 
subsequently  decides  to  go  to  one  of  the  older  Universities,  the  same 
subjects  will  be  available.  The  regulations  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Registrar,  University  of  London,  South  Kensington,  S.W.

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Our  student  is  now  of  the  age  of  seventeen,  has  passed  one  or 
other  of  the  examinations  recognised  for  registration,  and,  having 
been  registered,  is,  strictly  speaking,  a  medical  student.  This  would 
seem,  therefore,  an  appropriate  moment  in  which  to  give  a  resume 
of  the  medical  curriculum,  followed  by  a  brief  discussion  of  the 
various  educational  alternatives  which  are  open  to  the  student. 

The  course  of  medical  study  is,  as  has  been  said,  five  years.*  The 
subjects  included  fall  naturally  into  three  groups.  The  first  group 
embraces  the  branches  of  natural  science,  a  knowledge  of  which  is 
considered  essential,  though  they  have  no  direct  bearing  on  medicine 
or  surgery.  These  are  chemistry,  physics,  and  biology.  They  may 
be  conveniently  called  the  preliminary  science  group.  The  second 
group  includes  the  two  great  subjects  of  anatomy  and  physiology 
— the  knowledge,  in  fact,  of  the  body  in  health.  They  are  known 
as  the  intermediate  sciences.  The  third  and  final  division  embraces 
all  the  purely  professional  subjects — medicine,  surgery,  gynaecology, 
etc.  The  first  and  second  groups  occupy  the  first  two  or  three 
years  of  the  curriculum,  while  the  third  is  studied  during  the  last 
two  or  three  years  of  the  course. 

After  registration,  several  alternatives  are  open  to  the  student. 
If  money  and  time  are  not  matters  of  the  first  importance  to  him 
he  probably  stops  at  school  until  he  is  eighteen,  and  then  goes  to 
Oxford  or  Cambridge  with  a  view  to  obtaining  eventually  the  M.B. 
and  M.D.  degrees.  In  that  case  he  spends  a  minimum  of  three 
years  there,  and  then  as  a  third  year's  student  joins  a  medical 
school  attached  to  a  hospital  in  London  or  elsewhere,  having  passed 
in  both  the  preliminary  and  intermediate  groups  for  the  M.B.,  and 
obtained  his  degree  in  Arts. 

If  he  is  not  going  to  Oxford  or  Cambridge  he  can  enter  either 
for  the  degrees  of  the  London  University  or  for  the  diploma  of  the 
Conjoint  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  The  former  mean 
harder  work  and  a  little  more  expense,  but  are  well  worth  the 
difference.  The  possessor  of  a  diploma  only  may  have  a  better 
knowledge  of  his  profession  than  a  graduate,  and  many  of  the 
most  successful  men  in  the  profession  have  nothing  more.  But  all 
the  same  there  is  a  suggestion  of  inferiority  which  rankles.  His 
diploma  does  not  allow  him  to  assume  the  title  of  "Dr.,"  although,

as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  always  given  him  by  his  patients.  More- 
over, the  lack  of  a  degree  may  be  a  most  serious  obstacle  to  his 
getting  a  position  on  a  hospital  staff.  Let  the  student,  then,  use 
every  effort  to  obtain  a  medical  degree,  and,  that  he  should  have 
no  excuse  for  remaining  without  one,  let  it  be  remembered  that  the 
degree  of  the  London  University  stands  at  least  on  a  level  with 
those  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  from  a  professional  point  of  view, 
though  its  social  status  may  be  less. 

The  student  who  enters  for  the  London  University  degree,  or  for 
the  diploma  of  the  Conjoint  Board,  has  two  alternative  courses 
open  to  him  after  he  has  passed  the  Matriculation  or  a  cor- 
responding examination.  He  may  remain  for  another  year  at 
school,  taking  his  preliminary  srience  subjects  there,  or  he  may  go 
straight  to  a  medical  school.  As  to  which  of  these  alter- 
natives it  is  wiser  to  adopt,  depends  to  some  extent  on  the 
efficiency  or  inefficiency  of  the  science  teaching  at  the  public 
school  where  he  happens  to  be.  The  writer  is,  however,  strongly  of  the 
opinion  that,  unless  the  public  school  be  a  very  exceptional  one,  it  is 
better  for  the  boy  to  join  a  preliminary  scientific  class  at  a  medical 
school  at  once.  He  will  have  the  stimulus  of  feeling  that  he  has 
entered  upon  his  career.  Instead  of  finding  himself  isolated  in  his 
new  interests,  he  will  be  surrounded  by  those  who  are  entering  for 
the  same  examination  in  preparation  for  the  same  profession,  and 
he  will  at  once  begin  to  form  associations  which  will  last  not  only 
through  the  period  of  his  studentship,  but  for  many  years  after.  In 
either  case  he  should,  if  he  has,  a  fair  amount  of  intelligence, 
compete  for  one  of  the  many  scholarships  which  are  offered  by  the 
various  medical  schools  in  the  preliminary  scientific  subjects.  They 
cover  the  cost  of  medical  education,  and  are,  therefore,  well  worth 
an  effort  to  obtain. 

The  choice  of  a  medical  school  is  no  easy  matter,  but  it  would 
be  out  of  place  in  an  article  like  the  present  to  make  specific 
recommendations.  A  medical  school  may  be  judged  from  two  points 
of  view.  The  one  is  the  distinction  of  its  clinical  and  professorial 
staff,  the  other  the  size  of  the  hospital  to  which  it  is  attached. 
One  or  two  of  these  institutions  may  be  regarded  as  combining 
both  these  advantages ;  and  of  the  rest  some  lay  stress  on  the  one 
I  actor,  some  on  the  other.     The  fees  charged   by   any  individual 
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school  may  be  taken  as  a   very  fair  approximate  estimate  of  the 
attractiveness  of  the  article  it  has  to  offer. 

Our  student  has  now  joined  his  medical  school  and  passed  his 
preliminary  science  examination.  His  next  two  years  are  spent 
over  anatomy  and  physiology  —  the  intermediate  subjects. 
Especially  during  the  winter,  the  main  part  of  his  time  should  be 
spent  in  the  dissecting  room.  If  he  is  to  make  certain  of  passing 
the  examination  in  anatomy  and  physiology  in  two  years  after  the 
preliminary  scientific,  he  will  have  to  work  both  hard  and  steadily. 

Having  passed  the  examinations  in  the  intermediate  subjects, 
whether  at  one  of  the  Universities  or  under  the  Conjoint  Board, 
the  student  now  for  the  first  time  enters  the  hospital,  and  the 
remainder  of  his  student  course  is  spent  over  purely  professional 
subjects.  In  his  fifth  year  he  should  obtain  either  his  diploma  or 
his  M.B.  and  B.S.  degrees,  as  the  case  may  be.  Most  University 
students  take  the  diploma  as  well  as  the  degree,  and,  though  it 
adds  somewhat  to  the  expense,  it  is  wise  to  do  so.  At  least  a  year 
after  qualification  should  be  spent  if  possible  in  holding  hospital 
appointments,  such  as  house  physicianships  and  house  surgeonships. 
They  are  the  most  valuable  prizes  the  hospital  has  to  give.  They 
are  given  free  with  board  and  lodging,  the  tenure  of  each  being 
from  six  months  to  a  year. 

And  now  as  to  expense.  The  fees  for  the  whole  five  years' 
curriculum  as  required  for  the  Conjoint  Board  diploma  vary  from 
about  120  to  150  guineas.  Fees  for  the  various  examinations  under 
the  Conjoint  Board  amount  in  addition  to  40  guineas.  Books, 
instruments,  etc.,  may  be  taken  at  20  guineas.  Board  and  lodging 
is,  of  course,  a  variable  quantity.  Rooms  range  in  price  from 
12s.  Cd.  a  week  upwards.  If  board  is  included,  from  30s.  to  50s. 
will  have  to  be  paid.  Board  and  residence  with  a  medical 
practitioner  may  be  arranged  for  about  two  guineas  a  week.  In 
connection  with  several  of  the  London  medical  schools  a  residential 
college  is  conducted  for  students.  Board  at  one  of  the  best  of  these 
s  at  the  rate  of  one  guinea  a  week,  while  the  rent  of  rooms  varies 
from  14s.  to  18s.  a  week.  At  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  medical  schools 
a  students'  club  is  carried  on,  with  dining  room,  reading  room, 
and  other  accommodation,  so  that  the  student  can  spend  the  whole 
day  without  leaving  the  building. 
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The  total  expense  for  the  five  years  for  education,  examination 
fees,  books  and  instruments  may  be  taken  as  about  £230,  and  to 
this  must  of  course  be  added  the  cost  of  board  and  lodging.  If 
the  London  University  degree  be  taken  it  will  involve  an  extra 
outlay  of  £20  in  examination  fees,  and  from  £25  to  £30  in  special 
classes.  This  is,  however,  on  the  .assumption  that  it  is  taken  in 
addition  to  and  not  in  substitution  for  the  diploma.  If  the  latter 
be  omitted  altogether,  the  difference  in  the  expense  between  degree 
and  diploma  is  practically  nil,  but  this  economy  is  not  to  be 
recommended. 

A  student  who  has  passed  his  intermediate  examination  at 
Oxford  or  Cambridge  and  joins  the  medical  school  in  the 
ordinary  way  in  his  third  year  will  have  to  pay  from  sixty  to  eighty 
guineas  for  the  remainder  of  his  medical  curriculum.  It  is  un- 
necessary  to  give  any  estimate  of  the  expenses  incurred  during  the 
three  years  or  more  spent  at  the  University,  as  they  do  not  differ 
rom  the  usual  standard. 

But  the  question  of  cost  cannot  be  considered  without  a 
reference  to  the  numerous  scholarships  which  are  offered  at  each 
and  all  of  the  medical  schools.  In  London  alone  these  amount  to 
not  less  than  seventy  in  the  year.  Some  are  given  in  Arts,  some 
in  the  preliminary  sciences,  and  some  in  the  intermediate  subjects. 
The  last  class  are  specially  offered  to  graduates  of  Oxford  or 
Cambridge,  who  come  fresh  from  the  study  of  these  subjects  at 
their  respective  Universities.  The  first  two  groups  act  as  special 
inducements  to  those  who  are  entering  for  the  London  University 
degree — at  all  events,  the  examination  is  on  the  subjects  taken  in 
the  matriculation  and  preliminary  science  examinations.  Of 
course,  all  scholarships  alike  are  open  to  all,  When  it  is  re- 
membered that,  in  addition  to  these  lavish  offers,  numerous  prizes 
are  given  in  connection  with  the  sessional  examinations  held  at 
every  medical  school,  it  will  be  realised  how  largely  the  possibility 
of  a  free  education  should  bulk  in  any  discussion  as  to  the  ways 
and  means  of  entering  the  profession. 

[Addenda.- — (A.)  It  will  be  noted  that  the  writer  of  this 
article,  on  page  52!),  avoids  mention  of  the  still  prevalent  form  of 
"unqualified  practice"  represented  by  vendors  ol  patent  medicines, 
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and  by  the  various  untrained  professors  of  mystical  "suggestion  " 
treatment  in  combination  with  sundry  doctrinal  formulae.  Against 
these,  the  only  real  weapon  is  increased  efficiency  on  the  part  of 
orthodox  medical  practitioners  keeping  pace  with  growing  public 
intelligence. 

(B.J  As  is  generally  known,  there  are  now  well-equipped  schools 
of  medicine  for  women  students  only  in  London  and  Edinburgh  ; 
and  at  the  great  Scottish  Universities,  and  many  Universities  and 
Colleges  in  England  and  Ireland,  medical  training  is  provided  for 
women  on  equal  terms  with  men.

The    Civil    Service. 

"The  general  public  know  very  little  about  the  Civil  Service.  The 
services  as  a  whole  are  perhaps  too  large  to  be  knowable  :  for 
Lord  Milner  was  a  civil  servant ;  so  is  our  income  tax  collector  and 
the  messenger  who  shuts  the  door  in  our  face  at  the  Foreign 
Office  ;  and  between  the  extremes  are  infinite  gradations.  But  for 
the  purpose  of  the  present  article  a  limited  number  only  of  these 
grades  need  be  considered  at  any  length  ;  viz.,  the  group  of  services 
which  are  recruited  by  the  combined  examination  for  Class  1, 
Clerkships,  Indian  Civil  Service,  and  Eastern  Cadetships,  and  the 
Examination  for  the  Indian  Police.  These  branches  are  selected 
as  being  those  into  one  of  which  a  man  who  has  educated 
his  son  at  a  Public  School  and  University,  or  at  all  events  at  a 
Public  School,  would  be  most  anxious  to  send  him.  There  are,  of 
course,  many  other  branches,  and  of  one  of  the  principal  of  them  a 
few  words  must  be  said  before  we  turn  to  Class  1,  Clerkships,  in 
the  Home  Civil  Service.  If  these  clerkships  are  in  a  sense  the 
commissioned  ranks  of  the  service,  the  Second  Division  clerks  are 
the  rank  and  file.  Nearly  all  the  purely  routine  work,  and  a  great 
deal  of  highly  responsible  work,  is  done  by  Second  Division  clerks 
on  salaries  rising  from  £70  to  £350  a  year,  and  the  hope  is  held 
out  to  them  that,  either  by  passing  the  open  examination,  or  by 
promotion  for  exceptional  merit,  they  may  get  into  the  Upper 
Division  of  Clerkships. 

It  is  difficult  to  give  a  general  description  of  the  first-class 
clerkships  as  a  class  owing  to  the  diversities  which  prevail  in  the 
different  offices.  But  it  may  be  said  broadly  that  at  the  chief 
offices  they   fall   into   three  grades :  juniors  beginning  at  £150  or 
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£200,  rising  by  annual  increments  of  £20  to  £500  ;  seniors  on  £600, 
rising  by  annual  increments  of  £25  to  £800  ;  and  principals  on 
£800,  rising  by  annual  increments  of  £50  to  £1,000.  Above  the 
latter  stand  only  Assistant  Under  Secretaries  of  State  on  £1,200  to 
£1,500,  and  the  Permanent  Under  Secretary  of  State  on  £2,000. 
Promotion  from  the  junior  to  the  senior  grade  is  automatic  by 
seniority,  and  that  from  the  senior  grade  to  the  grade  of  principal 
clerks  usually  by  selection.  Forty  years'  service  entitles  to  a 
pension  of  two  thirds  of  the  salary,  and  retirement  is  compulsory 
at  the  age  of  sixty-five,  and  may  be  enforced  at  sixty.  It  is,  of 
course,  impossible  to  make  any  statements  as  to  the  rapidity  of 
promotion.  A  man  may  be  twenty  years  getting  out  of  the  junior 
grade,  or  he  may  be  five  ;  but  with  ordinary  luck  he  is  certain  to 
reach  £800  before  he  retires,  and  if  he  is,  in  addition,  really 
efficient,  at  least  £1,000.  Moreover,  besides  his  graded  appoint- 
ment, there  are  certain  "staff"  appointments  in  the  office  for 
which  he  is  eligible.  For  example,  several  of  the  offices  have 
resident  clerkships  (usually  held  by  juniors)  on  £50  and  rooms  ;  the 
private  secretaries  to  the  two  Under  Secretaries  and  the  assistant 
private  secretary  to  the  Secretary  of  State  (each  of  £100  or  £150  a 
year)  are  usually  appointed  from  the  junior  clerks,  and  the  principal 
private  secretary  to  the  Secretary  of  State  (on  £300  a  year)  from 
the  senior  clerks ;  these  are  prizes  within  the  office,  and  they 
are  the  patronage  of  the  officials  in  question.  Now,  as  membership 
of  the  Home  Civil  Service  entails  no  additional  expenses,  no 
particular  standard  of  living  or  dress,  and  no  compulsory  or 
customary  subscriptions  of  any  kind,  it  is  purely  a  question  of 
personal  habit  whether  a  man  can,  immediately  on  entering  it, 
live  on  his  income  or  not.  In  point  of  fact,  the  scale  of  pay  is  more 
favourable  to  a  man  in  his  youth  than  at  middle  age — he  is  better 
off,  for  example,  on  £300  a  year  at  twenty-seven  or  thirty  than  in  all 
probability  he  will  be  on  £800  at  fifty.  In  any  case  his  pension — 
which  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  deferred  pay — is  a  valuable 
consideration,  and  from  the  moment  of  entering  the  service  there  is 
no  reason  why  he  should  have  any  anxiety  as  to  his  financial 
position. 

Next  as  to  the  door  of  entrance — the  open  competition.     Candi- 
dates must  be  natural  born  British  subjects,  and  must  be  between 
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twenty-two  and  twenty-four  years  of  age.  The  standard  of 
examination  is  high  and  peculiar,  and  the  competition  severe. 
The  subjects  which  may  be  offered  are  too  numerous  to  be  detailed 
here,  but  they  may  be  summarised  as  follows: — Classics  and 
ancient  history,  2,300  marks ;  philosophy,  1,800 ;  mathematics, 
1,800;  science,  1,800;  French  and  German,  1,000;  English 
composition,  literature,  and  history,  1,500  ;  modern  history,  500  ; 
Oriental  languages,  1,000;  law,  1,000.  All  the  subjects  are 
optional,  and  no  candidate  may  take  more  subjects  than  will 
bring  his  possible  maximum  up  to  6,000  marks  ;  but  a  quarter  of 
the  marks  are  deducted  from  those  obtained  in  each  subject  in  order 
to  discount  smattering.  This  examination,  as  has  been  said,  is  a 
combined  examination  for  the  Home,  Indian,  and  Colonial 
services,  and  the  number  of  vacancies  every  year  varies  between 
60  and  120,  of  which  not  more  than  one-fourth  on  an  average 
are  in  the  Home  Service. 

For  the  Indian  Civil  Service  the  examination  is  the  same,  but  the 
age  limits  are  twenty-one  and  twenty-three,  and  after  passing  in 
the  open  competition  the  successful  candidate  is  required  to  spend 
a  year  on  probation  at  a  University.  At  the  end  of  this  period  he 
must  pass  a  further  qualifying  examination  in  special  Indian 
subjects  (law,  history,  and  languages) ;  the  marks  obtained  at 
which,  combined  with  those  obtained  in  the  open  competition, 
determine  his  seniority  in  the  service.  When  finally  qualified,  he 
receives  from  Indian  revenues  a  sum  of  £100  towards  the  expenses 
of  his  year  of  probation,  and  proceeds  to  India  on  an  initial  salary 
of  Rs. 4,800  a  year,  with,  perhaps,  the  finest  career  which  the  empire 
can  offer  before  him.  If  he  rises  to  the  very  top  of  the  tree,  he  may 
become  a  Lieutenant  Governor  or  a  Judge  of  the  High  Court,  or  a 
member  of  the  Viceroy's  Council,  with  a  possibility  of  a  seat  in 
the  Secretary  of  State's  Council  when  he  retires.  In  any  case,  if  he 
is  a  man  of  ability,  there  are  graded  appointments  up  to  the  value 
of  Rs.30,000  (about  £2,125)  a  year  open  to  him,  and  his  pension  is 
£1,000,  when  he  retires  after  twenty-one  years'  active  service.  The 
cost  of  entering  the  Indian  Civil  Service  differs  somewhat  from  that 
of  entering  the  Home  Service.  In  both  cases  the  necessity  of  a 
Public  School  education  is  the    same;   but    in    the  case  of    India, 
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owing  to  the  lower  age  limits,  it  not  infrequently  happens  that  a 
man  goes  in  for  the  open  competition  at  the  end  of  his  second  year 
at  the  University,  while  the  allowance  of  £100  goes  more  than  half 
way  towards  paying  the  expenses  of  his  year  of  probation.  Then 
there  is  the  question  of  outfit,  as  to  which  most  men  make  the 
mistake  of  buying  too  much  in  this  country  instead  of  waiting  till 
they  get  to  India,  where  most  of  their  requirements  (except  leather 
goods)  can  be  got  better  and  cheaper.  £80  to  £100  ought  to  start 
a  man  well,  and  he  can  dispense  with  further  assistance  from 
home  ;  though  if  he  is  stationed  in  an  expensive  Presidency  town 
like  Calcutta  he  may  find  himself  rather  poor  to  begin  with.  Up 
country  he  need  experience  no  difficulty  at  all. 

The  third  branch  of  the  public  service  recruited  by  the  combined 
examination  is  the  Colonial  Service,  commonly  known  as  the  Eastern 
Cadetships — i.e.,  the  Civil  Service  in  Ceylon,  Hongkong,  the  Straits 
Settlements,  and  .he  protected  States  of  the  Malay  Peninsula.  The 
age  limits  are  twenty-one  to  twrenty-four,  and  the  successful 
candidate  proceeds  at  once  to  the  colony  to  which  he  is  allotted. 
In  Ceylon  the  initial  salary  is  Rs.3,000  a  year,  which  becomes 
Rs.3,300  when  a  man  has  passed  the  departmental  examination, 
and  Rs.4,000  when  he  receives  a  graded  appointment.  Thence  he 
rises  by  grades,  within  which  his  salary  receives  fixed  annual 
increments,  to  a  maximum  of  Rs. 14,000  to  Rs. 18,000.  In  the  other 
colonies  the  process  is  the  same,  but  the  salary  is  paid  in  dollars 
and  begins  at  $1,500,  reaching  $6,000  or  $7,000.  The  expense  up 
to  the  time  of  examination  is  the  same  as  for  the  Home  and  Indian 
Civil  Services  ;  the  outfit  in  this  country  costs  between  £50  and 
£100  (perhaps  nearer  £50,  if  a  man  knows  what  not  to  get,  though 
it  is  economical  to  get  all  underclothing  and  decent  boots  and 
clothes  at  home).  On  arrival  he  can  draw  the  pay  due  to  him 
during  the  voyage,  say  £20,  which  with  £25  of  his  own  will  start 
him  comfortably,  and  he  will  have  no  difficulty  in  living  on 
his  salary. 

The  status  of  the  Indian  Police  Service  is  different  from  that 
of  the  three  branches  which  have  already  been  discussed:  but  it 
offers  a  good  career.     The  age  limits  are  nineteen  to  twenty-one, 
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and  the  examination  is  in  much  the  same  subjects  and  of  about 
the  same  standard  as  that  for  Sandhurst.  Between  eight  and  thirty 
appointments  arc  made  every  year,  and  the  competition  is  severe, 
for  not  only  is  the  service  attractive,  but  entrance  to  it  is  inexpensive. 
A  boy  passes  into  it  direct  from  school — with  a  final  six  or  twelve 
months  at  a  coaching  college- — and  he  goes  straight  to  India  with 
an  initial  salary  of  Rs. 3,000  a  year,  on  which  he  can  easily  save. 
His  outfit  and  uniform  (the  more  expensive  parts  of  which  he  need 
not  buy  till  after  his  two  years'  probation  in  India)  will  cost 
£100-£ir)().  The  selection  for  the  Forest  Service  is  made  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  in  July  every  year.  Ten  to  twenty  appoint- 
ments are  given  every  year,  but  not  so  many  present  themselves  as 
for  the  Police — not  because  the  service  is  unattractive  (on  the 
contrary,  though  the  life  is  somewhat  lonely  it  is  unusually  rich 
in  all  those  incidents  which  are  so  dear  to  the  sport- loving 
Englishman),  but  because  the  preliminaries  are  so  expensive. 
Roughly  speaking  it  costs  little,  if  anything,  less  than  £1,000 
after  leaving  school  to  send  a  boy  into  the  Indian  Forest  or 
Public  Works  Departments.  It  should  be  added  that  in  the 
Police,  Forest,  and  Public  Works  Services  the  graded  appoint- 
ments rise  to  about  Rs. 12,000  a  year,  with  a  pension  of  half  the 
average  emoluments  after  twenty  years'  service. 

Other  departments  of  the  service  that  are  now  filled  at  the  same 
examination  as  that  for  first  class  Clerkships  are  the  Foreign  Office, 
the  Diplomatic  Service,  and  the  Student  lnterpreterships  in  the 
Far  Fast  (China,  Japan,  and  Siam).  For  all  these  three  a  nomina- 
tion is  required,  but  this  is  not  difficult  to  obtain  by  any  suitable 
candidate.  The  subjects  for  the  two  former  services  must  include 
very  high  French  and  German,  and  any  of  the  subjects  in  the 
Class   I   syllabus   that  brings  their  maximum  up   to  4,000  marks. 

The  Student  Interpreters  in  the  Near  East  (Turkey,  Persia,  and 
Morocco)  have  a  separate  examination  which  includes  six  languages, 
viz.,  Latin,  Greek,  French,  German,  Spanish,  and  Italian.  The 
other  subjects  are  English  Composition  and  Arithmetic.  For  these 
posts  a  nomination  is  also  required.  Examinations  take  place  at 
irregular  intervals,  but  usually  one  is  held  every  year. 
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After  these  posts,  which  may  all  be  looked  upon  as  first  class, 
come  the  Intermediate  posts — a  recently  created  service  with  salaries 
beginning  at  £100  and  reaching  £1,000  or  more.  The  age  for  entry 
to  these  examinations  is  from  eighteen  to  twenty,  and  they  include 
positions  in  the  Accountant's  Office  of  the  War  Office,  in  the 
Admiralty,  the  Exchequer  and  Audit  Department,  the  Estate  Duty 
Office,  the  Office  of  Crown  Agents,  and  in  the  Inland  Revenue  as 
Assistant  Surveyors  of  Taxes.  Whereas  for  the  first  class  appoint- 
ments a  candidate  must  be  of  scholarship  form  with  added 
attainments,  for  these  Intermediate  posts  the  average  public  school 
education  is  sufficient  il  it  is  supplemented  by  twelve  or  eighteen 
months'  reading  under  a  competent  coach.  Wren's  is  the  best 
known  coach  for  the  Indian  Civil  appointments,  whereas  for 
Student  Interpreter  and  Intermediate  work  Payen-Payne's  Ken- 
sington   Coaching    College    is    favourably    mentioned. 

There  are  other  departments  of  State  employment,  usually  classed 
under  the  Civil  Service,  that  deserve  the  notice  of  parents  desirous 
of  obtaining  permanent  and  remunerative  posts  for  their  children. 
These  are  well  within  the  attainments  of  boys  of  average  ability 
who  have  a  good  groundwork  of  knowledge,  and  are  prepared  to 
receive  the  polishing  of  an  experienced  tutor  for  a  few  months. 
First,  there  are  the  Inspectorships  of  Factories,  for  which  a  nomina- 
tion is  requisite  from  the  Home  Office.  The  age  for  entrance  is 
from  twenty  to  thirty,  and  the  subjects  include  English,  Mathe- 
matics, Mechanics,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Economics,  History, 
Literature,  and  certain  Languages.  These  posts  are  very  suitable 
for  those  with  engineering  leanings,  or  who  have  had  experience 
in  workshops. 


Secondly,  there  are  the  Clerkships  in  the  Royal  Courts  of  Justice, 
for  which  a  nomination  is  required  from  the  Lord  Chancellor  or 
from  one  of  the  Judges.  The  examination  is  of  a  simple  nature, 
and  includes  Arithmetic,  Dictation,  Digesting,  Indexing,  English 
Composition,  and  Copying  Manuscript.  These  posts  are  very 
suitable  for  students  with  influence,  who  are  not  capable  of 
passing  any  of  the  severer  competitions. 
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It  is  not,  perhaps,  necessary  to  say  very  much  about  the  Civil 
Service  generally  as  a  career.  But  there  is  one  question  concerning 
it  which  some  attempt  may  usefully  be  made  to  answer.  Not 
every  one  can  afford  to  put  his  son  into  any  of  the  branches  which 
have  been  described  above.  But  there  are  other  and  less  favoured 
branches,  of  which  an  account  may  be  found  in  such  a  book  as  the 
"  Civil  Service  Year  Book."  Are  not  such  branches  better  than, 
say,  "  the  City  "  ?  The  answer  to  this  question  must  be  largely 
determined  by  temperament.  The  advantages  of  even  the  poorest 
branch  of  the  Civil  Service  are  plain  :  permanence  of  employment, 
regular  increments  of  pay,  certainty  of  a  pension,  generous  treat- 
ment in  some  important  matters — the  sick  leave  rules,  for  example, 
are  far  more  liberal  than  those  of  most  private  firms ;  and 
incompetence,  it  must  be  added,  is  far  more  easily  tolerated — 
though  the  necessity,  for  having  cast-iron  regulations  of  universal 
validity  may  often  work  hardships  in   individual  cases.

Aims  of  the  College. — The  College,  the  first  of  its  kind  in 
England,  was  opened  in  1885,  with  the  view  of  training  educated 
women  as  Teachers  of  Scientific  Physical  Education. 

Course  of  Training. — It  offers  a  complete  course  in  the  theory 
and  practice  of  the  Swedish  System  of  Physical  Education  for  those 
who  desire  to  enter  the  profession. 

The  course  of  training,  conducted  by  a  large  and  competent 
staff  of  Teachers,  extends  over  two  years.  It  includes  the  study  of 
Anatomy,  Physiology,  Hygiene,  Theory  of  Movement,  Anthropometry,  and 
Elementary  Symptomatology ,  besides  the  Practice  of  Educational  and 
Medical  Gymnastics,  and  Dancing  of  different  kinds  (/Esthetic, 
National,  etc.). 

In  addition,  special  attention  is  paid  to  training  in  outdoor 
games  (hockey,  lacrosse,  basket  ball  and  cricket),  which  are  destined 
to  become  a  more  and  more  important  feature  in  Girls'  Schools  and 
Colleges. 

At  the  end  of  the  course,  examinations  are  held  and 
certificates  of  Theoretical  Knowledge  and  Practical  Efficiency  in 
Teaching  awarded  to  successful  students. 

Students'  Practice  as  Teachers. — The  immediate  neighbourhood  of 
the  College  offers  over  one  thousand  children  for  the  students'  practice 
as  teachers. 

Position  of  the  College. — The  College, which  affords  accommodation 
for  seventy  resident  students,  is  situated  near  Dartford  Heath,  where 
a  large  mansion  on  gravel  soil,  standing  in  fourteen  acres  of  beautiful 
grounds,  has  been  added  to  and  fitted  for  its  requirements.  There 
are  fifty  separate  bed-sitting  rooms,  besides  a  library  and  several 
studies.  The  dining  hall  is  a  fine  room,  60  ft.  by  30  ft.  The 
grounds  contain  a  running  track  one-fifth  of  a  mile  in  circumference, 
cricket  and  hockey  grounds,  and  lawn  tennis  courts  laid  down  in 
cement.  The  indoor  gymnasium,  70  ft.  by  35  ft.,  and  the  medical 
gymnastic  room,  50  ft.  by  25  ft.,  lofty  and  well  ventilated,  are  fitted 
up  in  the  most  perfect  style,  all  the  apparatus  having  been  designed 
and  executed  in  Stockholm.  An  outdoor  gymnasium  has  been 
arranged  in  a  glade  in  the  wood,  for  summer  use,  as  the  best  physical 
results  are  only  to  be  obtained  by  outdoor  training. 

Hundreds  of  posts  have  been  obtained  through  this  College.

The  subjects  are  : — Drill  and  Gymnastics  according  to  the  Anglo- 
German  system,  including  exercises  with  Indian  Clubs,  Bar-bells, 
Dumb-bells,  etc.,  Drill  and  Gymnastics  on  the  Swedish  system. 
Fencing,  Games,  Swimming,  Voice  Production,  Breathing  Exer- 
cises, Remedial  Exercises,  Dancing,  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Hygiene, 
First  Aid,  Theory  of  Physical  Education,  also  Swedish  Massage 
and  Medical  Gymnastics  (which  can  be  taken  as  a  separate  course).

The  School  has  he-en  established  lor  training  girls  in  the  practical 
management  of  gardens,  to  fit  them  either  to  work  a  market  garden 
as  a  matter  of  business,  or  to  take  charge  of  their  own  or  otber 
private  gardens.  While  all  subjects  are  taught  theoretically  to 
enable  students  to  enter  for  Horticultural  Examinations,  the  principal 
point  of  the  training  is  that  it  is  practical.  Students  have  every 
opportunity  of  learning  the  everyday  business  of  buying  gaiden 
requisites,  of  preparing  for  market,  and  marketing  the  produce 
grown  in  the  garden. 

The  instruction  comprises  all  branches  of  horticulture  and  fruit 
growing,  greenhouse  and  frame  work,  bee  keeping,  carpentering 
(making  of  garden  appliances),  and  jam  making.  The  French 
system  of  growing  fruit  and  vegetables  for  the  early  market  is  a 
special  feature  of  the  School,  and  this  department  is  under  the 
direction  of  a  skilful  French  gardener. 

The  residence  is  a  roomy  old  farmhouse,  facing  south,  situate  on 
rising  ground  in  beautiful  surroundings.

Agriculture  as   a   Profession 

for  Women. 


/^ONTRARY  to  the  usual  condition  of  things,  England  has  led 
^-^  the  way  in  this  branch  of  education  for  women.  The 
Swanley  Horticultural  College,  the  premier  and  numerically 
largest  of  such  institutions,  admitted  women  students  so  long  ago 
as  1891,  and  their  numbers  increased  so  rapidly  that  in  1903  it 
was  converted  into  a  college  for   women  only. 


The  movement  commenced  from  within  received  force  from 
without  by  the  agitation  set  on  foot  during  the  eighties  and  nineties 
to  check  rural  depopulation.  The  nation  was  rudely  awakened  to  the 
fact  of  this  national  calamity  (which  it  has  indeed  proved  to  be),  and 
the  cry  of  "Back  to  the  Land"  was  sounded  from  all  quarters, 
though  with  strange  irony  this  was  coupled  with  the  fact  that  our 
land  was  just  then  suffering  from  great  agricultural  depression. 


Such  a  problem  called  for  immediate  attempts  at  solution,  and, 
as  on  other  occasions  in  history,, the  attention  of  serious  thinking 
women  was  aroused  ;  it  was  felt  that  here  was  an  opportunity  for 
women  to  help  to  avert  a  grave  danger  by  organised  effort. 


In  the  year  of  Queen  Victoria's  Diamond  Jubilee,  1897,  the 
Countess  of  Warwick,  as  Chairman  of  the  Education  Section  of  the 
Victoria  Era  Exhibition,  organised  a  Conference  in  connection  with 
her  section  on  "Women  and  Agriculture."  Amongst  the  speakers 
were  Sir  Horace  Plunkett,  Professor  James  Robertson,  of  Canada, 
Major  Craigie  (then  Permanent  Secretary  of  our  Board  of 
Agriculture),  and  others.  The  Conference  lasted  the  whole  day,  and 
so  great  was  the  interest  taken  that  Lady  Warwick  was  encouraged 
to  embark  on  her  future  great  work  for  women  in  connection  with 
agriculture  by  the  founding  of  her  Hostel  at  Reading  the  next  year, 
1898.  Lady  Warwick  chose  as  its  Warden  Miss  Edith  Bradley, 
who,  as  her  confidential  secretary,  had  all  along  given  her  the 
greatest  assistance  in  her  scheme  ot  organised  training  for  women

in  agriculture.  The  reason  fcr  choosing  Reading  as  the  place  was 
the  promised  assistance  of  the  governing  body  of  Reading  (Extension, 
afterwards*  University)  College.  To  the  agricultural  side  of  the 
College  curriculum  was  added  a  Horticultural  Branch,  and  the 
students  of  Lady  Warwick  Hostel  received  their  theoretical  and 
scientific  training  at  Reading  College.  This  was  the  commencement 
of  the  important  educational  work  in  horticulture  now  being  carried 
on  at  Reading. 


After  about  four  years,  the  Hostel  having  outgrown  all 
anticipations  formed  of  its  success,  and  having  applications  for 
more  students  than  could  be  accommodated,  Lady  Warwick  decided 
to  seek  fresh  fields  and  pastures  new  for  her  enterprise,  the 
surroundings  at  Reading  being  altogether  too  curtailed.  Therefore, 
in  1903,  she  instructed  her  Warden  to  transport  the  whole 
establishment  to  Studley  Castle,  Warwickshire,  and  henceforth  it 
was  known  as  Lady  Warwick  College,  Studley  Castle.  In  the 
report  of  1903,  Lady  Warwick  wrote: — "  Our  College  becomes  an 
accomplished  fact  this  year.  A  most  suitable  place  has  been  found, 
so  suitable  that,  had  it  been  built  for  this  special  purpose,  it  could 
not  have  been  better  planned  and  carried  out.  The  gardens  are 
delightful,  and  the  park  beautifully  wooded  and  characteristic  of 
the  best  Warwickshire  scenery,  while  two  large  lakes  and  a  small 
river  give  charm  and  variety  to  grounds  already  exceptionally  pretty 
and  capable  of  adaptation  to  any  purpose  within  the  scope  of 
the  agriculture  scheme."  The  park  alluded  to  was  340  acres  in 
extent,  and  the  Castle  provided  accommodation  for  60  students 
without  great  alteration,  and  was  capable  of  considerable  expan- 
sion. 


At  this  point  it  is  important  and  interesting  to  note,  from 
the  educational  side,  that  during  the  first  five  years,  from 
1898  to  1903,  no  less  than  225  students  passed  through  Lady 
Warwick  Hostel,  and  that  posts,  with  sufficient  salary  to  constitute 
a  living  wage  at  any  rate,  were  obtained  for  all  who  wished  for  the 
same — namely,  33.  These  went  as  gardeners,  dairy  managers, 
poultry  women,  both  at  home  and  in  the  Colonies. 


The  transportation  of  the  Hostel  to  Studley  Castle  proved  an 
undertaking  of  considerable  magnitude,  and  it  was  some  months 
before  the  College  was  in  working  order.  Subsequently  changes 
of  administration  took  place.  Miss  Bradley  resigned  her  post 
as  Warden  in  1905,  after  holding  it  for  seven  years.  She  was 
succeeded  by  Miss  Mabel  Faithful,  who  held  it  for  three  years,  and 
was  in  her  turn  succeeded  by  a  lady,  Dr.  Lillias  Hamilton,  whose 
career  as  physician  to  the  Court  of  the  Ameer  of  Afghanistan  for 
three  years  has  invested  her  with  an  atmosphere  of  romance  more 
in  keeping  with  the  "  Arabian  Nights  "  than  with  the  Warden  of  a 
women's  agricultural  college.  In  spite  of  romance,  however, 
Dr.  Hamilton  has  proved  herself  a  woman  of  remarkable  ability 
for  administration  and  finance.    When  two  vears  ago  Lady  Warwick

wished  to  be  relieved  from  all  further  financial  responsibility  for 
her  College,  Dr.  Hamilton  boldly  undertook  to  rent  the  Castle  and 
grounds,  and  to  make  the  College  a  financial  success.  At  the 
present  moment  it  is  crowded  with  students,  its  resources  have 
been  developed  to  a  remarkable  extent,  and  it  bids  fair  to  become, 
in  the  words  of  its  founder,  "a  College  second  to  none  in  the  whole 
land  for  solid,  practical  work,  and  for  training  women  on  useful 
lines  in  the  sphere  they  have  taken  up,  provided  that  they  will  fix 
their  ideals  high  and  know  that  nothing  satisfies  but  the  best." 


We.  have  dwelt  on  the  founding  of  Lady  Warwick  College 
at  length  because  it  must  ever  be  associated  with  the  early  history 
of  the  movement  to  make  agriculture  a  profession  for  women.  It 
was  the  first  organised  effort  in  this  direction.  It  was  the  first 
branch  of  her  agricultural  scheme  for  women,  which  was  so 
comprehensive  and  far-reaching  in  its  entirety,  and  which  still 
automatically  directs  the  lines  by  which  this  splendid  movement 
is  advancing. 


This  was  the  scheme  : — 

(i)  The  College,  with  seven  departments  of  practical  work,  and 
twenty-eight  subsidiary  branches  dealing  with  each  department, 
form  the  theoretical,  scientific,  and  experimental  sides. 

(2)  Attached  to  the  College,  the  Old  Students'  Guild,  which  would 
bind  them  together  in  after  years. 

(3)  Agricultural  Association  for  Women,  with  its  Registry, 
Information   Bureau,   Organisation   of  Village  Industries,    and 

Magazine. 

(4)  Settlements,  under  which  were  included  Small  Holdings, 
Distributive  Depots,  Co-operative  Banks. 


In  the  above  we  recognise  a  scheme  for  not  only  training  women 
on  comprehensive  lines,  but  also  for  organising  the  result  of  their 
work  when  trained,  and  it  is  this  aspect  which  should  appeal  to 
parents  and  guardians,  and  to  girls  themselves,  when  seeking  a 
profession,  a  career,  or  an  outlet  for  their  activities. 


Before  passing  on  to  the  consideration  of  the  life  from  the 
students'  point  of  view,  cost  of  training,  and  ultimate  outcome,  we 
would  strongly  advocate  the  granting  to  women  of  a  Degree  in 
Agriculture  by  the  Universities.  It  would  elevate  the  work  to  a 
profession,   and  would  be  desirable  for  many  reasons. 
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There  are  various  causes  which  should  lead  women  to  take  up 
outdoor  occupation,  but  we  will  only  consider  three.  First — because 
it  is  a  most  healthy  life,  and  should  also  be  a  happy  one.  Second — 
because  it  can  be  made  a  means  of  livelihood,  either  by  work  done 
for  employers  in  posts,  or  better  still  by  possessing  a  Small  Holding. 
Third — because,  by  their  efforts  thus  directed,  women  will  help  to 
keep  British  money  in  Britain,  by  contributing  their  share  to  the 
production  of  the  necessaries  of  life  for  home  consumption,  as,  for 
example,  milk,  butter,  cream,  cheese,  all  kinds  of  fresh  fruit  and 
vegetables,  jam,  bottled  fruit,  honey,  etc.,  etc. 

Thus,  indirectly,  the}7  will  have  it  in  their  power  to  stay  rural 
depopulation,  by  bringing  back  life  and  interest  to  the  country,  both 
by  the  employment  of  labour  and  by  the  promotion  of  rural 
industries  in  the  villages. 

To  make  a  successful  outdoor  worker,  a  girl  must  be  endowed 
with  a  good  average  amount  of  physical  strength,  and  she  should 
be  "hefty,"  to  use  a  Yorkshire  expression.  A  certain  amount  of 
manual  labour  has  to  be  done ;  besides,  it  requires  bodily  strength 
to  stand  on  one's  feet  all  day,  and  to  be  able  to  move  about  from 
place  to  place  carrying  something  in  one's  arms,  or  wheeling  a 
barrow,  not  to  speak  of  digging.  Then,  also,  there  is  the  inevitable 
drudgery  of  weeding,  sweeping,  lawn  mowing,  edge  cutting,  milking, 
churning,  sowing,  picking,  packing,  tidying,  and  so  on.  It  depends 
upon  the  spirit  in  which  the  work  is  entered  on,  whether  it  is 
drudgery  or  pleasure.  No  one  should  take  it  up  without  being 
quite  determined  not  to  "  look  back,"  not  to  give  up,  when  the 
inherent  difficulties  become  great.  Therefore,  before  embarking  on 
an  Agricultural  career,  the  girl  or  woman  who  thinks  that  she  is 
fond  of  country  life  should  sit  down  and  thoughtfully  count  the 
cost  of  the  step  she  is  undertaking.  It  is  worse  than  useless  to 
obtain  the  necessary  money  for  training — which  is  sometimes  a 
matter  of  difficulty — and  then  at  the  end  or  half-way  through  to 
throw  up  Agriculture  and  take  to  cooking  or  nursing. 

We  will  assume  that  a  girl  has  decided  to  take  her  training  in 
Agriculture,  with  a  view  to  having  a  Small  Holding  of  her  own  in  a 
few  years  time.  The  next  point  to  decide  is  at  which  place  to 
train.  There  are  the  two  large  colleges,  Lady  Warwick's,  now 
known  as  Studley  College,  and  Swanley  Horticultural  College. 
At  either,  all  branches  of  gardening  are  taught  with  most  up-to-date 
methods,  also  poultry  and  bee-keeping,  and  dairy  work ;  at  the 
former,  instruction  in  the  principles  of  marketing  can  be  obtained 
on  the  completion  of  the  regular  course.  Again,  those  who 
wish  for  training  in  a  smaller  establishment  can  find  it  at  the 
Honourable  Frances  Wolseley's  Glynde  School  of  Gardening, 
Sussex,  or,  on  lines  suitable  for  Colonial  life,  at  Miss  J.  S.  Turner's 
School,  at  Arlesey,  Beds.  French  gardening  has  been  made  a 
conspicuous  success,  and  is  taught,  by  Miss  Hughes-Jones,  at  the 
Thatcham  Fruit  and  Flower  Farm,  near  Newbury,  Berks.,  which 
also  provides  general,  practical  training  in  the  management  ot 
market  gardens,  and  of  marketing  the  produce.     Or  again,  girls  or 
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women  wishing  to  be  trained  directly  in  the  practical  work  of  a 
Small  Holding  will  find  this  at  the  Mercia  Small  Holding, 
Greenway  Court,  Hollingbourne.  Miss  Edith  Bradley  and  Miss 
Baillie-Hamilton  have  a  Holding  of  25  acres,  which  is  being  worked 
on  practical  business  lines,  and  it  should  serve  as  a  model  to  other 
women  wishing  to  direct  their  energies  in  this  direction.  Dairying, 
butter,  soft  cheese,  and  cream  making,  market  gardening,  farm 
crops,  bees,  poultry,  pigs,  and  fruit  growing  are  ail  included,  as 
well  as  packing  hampers  for  market,  and  marketing  generally. 

The  cost  of  Training  varies  at  the  different  Colleges,  Schools  of 
Gardening,  and  Mercia  Small  Holding,  from  ^65  and  ^80  to  ^120, 
but  a  girl  can  safely  calculate  that  to  train  properly  for  two  years  it 
will  cost  ^120  to  ^140  or  even  /200. 

Before  starting  for  herself,  a  woman  must  have  Capital,  anything 
from  ^"200  to  £2,000,  according  to  the  extent  of  her  undertaking. 
She  must  spend  to  make,  and  it  is  an  accepted  theory  that  every 
acre  of  ground  requires  £10  to  stock  it.  The  fitting  up  of  a  dairy 
and  purchase  of  a  herd  will  require  still  more  capital.  Added  to 
this,  she  must  have  sufficient  money  to  live  upon,  until  the  returns 
come  in. 

The  usual  salary  offered  to  girls  as  gardeners  or  dairymaids  is 
about  10s.  to  15s.  a  week  and  laundry  if  they  live  in,  and  from  25s. 
to  30s.  if  they  have  to  board  and  lodge  themselves.

Gardening  is  now  accepted  as  a  profession  in  which  women  can 
suitably  and  successfully  engage  their  energies,  and  it  is  thought 
that  to  many  girls  who  have  completed  their  ordinary  School  routine 
such  an  opportunity  as  is  offered  by  this  School  will  be  a  welcome 
one,  whether  they  may  wish  to  add  to  their  stock  of  useful  knowledge 
for  home  use,  or  to  take  up  practical  gardening. 

Hertford  Lodge,  where  it  is  proposed  to  receive  a  limited  number  of 
resident  students,  is  a  pleasant  detached  house,  with  perfect  sanitary 
arrangements,  and  large  airy  rooms  lighted  by  electricity.  The 
garden,  between  two  and  three  acres  in  extent,  is  an  old-established 
one,  prettily  laid  out,  and  well  adapted  for  the  purposes  of  the 
School.  The  course  of  study  will  be  conducted  on  the  principle  of 
work  in  a  private  garden,  and  will  be  such  as  is  required  for  the 
proper  up-keep  of  a  garden  throughout  the  year,  including  the  care 
of  greenhouse,  frames,  iruit  and  vegetable  growing,  care  of  lawns, 
proper  application  of  fertilisers,  mixing  of  soils,  etc.,  etc.

Students  are  prepared  for  the  Examinations, 
ist,  2nd,  3rd  of  the  Bee-keepers'  Association,  and  are  fully  instructed 
in  Apiculture,  both  in  theory  and  practice. 

Nature  Study.  —  A  course  is  arranged  during  the  summer 
months,  and  includes  lectures  o»  the  Common  Objects  of  the 
Country-side,  and  outdoor  demonstrations  and  rambles. 

Carpentry. — The  use  of  tools,  and  such  simple  operations  as 
Glazing,  Packing  of  Taps,  Re-cording  Windows,  and  the  manage- 
ment of  Electric  Bells  and  Lights.

The  School  was  founded  in  1896,  to  provide  for  girls  in  England 
the  advantages  enjoyed  by  their  brothers  at  the  great  Public 
Schools.

To  suit  the  variety  of  taste  naturally  met  with,  a  good  many 
subjects  besides  purely  bookwork  are  taught,  viz : — Piano,  violin, 
violoncello,  viola,  solo  singing,  part  singing,  art  needlework, 
bookbinding,  dancing,  fencing,  elocution,  drawing,  painting,  and 
carpentry.  Girls  may  also  learn  riding  and  driving.  Every  care 
is  taken  to  avoid  over-work  or  over-exercise.  Corporate  games  are 
encouraged  for  all  who  are  strong  enough  to  derive  real  benefit 
from  them,  but  if  the  resident  school  doctor,  who  watches  carefullv 
over  their  health,  decrees  that  any  girl  is  unfit  for  such  active 
exercise,  other  forms  of  recreation  are  found  for  her.  Although 
the  hours  for  work  are  strictly  limited,  the  results  are  distinctlv 
above  the  average,  and  excellent  progress  is  made  in  music  and 
modern  languages.  To  help  the  girls  to  improve  their  knowledge 
of  French,  those  whose  parents  desire  it  can  go  to  France  for  the 
first  few  weeks  of  August  under  the  charge  of  Mistresses. 

AH  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  carefully  planned,  and  are 
periodically  inspected  and  tested  by  experts.  The  health  of  the 
school  is  excellent.

St.  Edmund's  College  is  the  successor  in  the  South  of  England 
of  the  College  established  by  William  Allen  (afterwards  Cardinal),  at 
Douay,  in  1568.  That  College  came  to  an  end  during  the  French 
Revolution,  the  students  and  priests  being  sent  to  prison  for  more 
than  a  year.  In  order  to  continue  the  work  of  Douay,  many  of 
them  re-assembled  at  Old  Hall  (where  a  Preparatory  School  had 
already  been  carried  on  since  1769),  and  re-established  the  College 
there,  dedicating  it  to  St.  Edmund  on  November  16th.  1793.  Two 
years  later  the  present  building  was  commenced.  It  has  been  added 
to  at  different  times  since,  the  chief  addition  being  a  Gothic 
Collegiate  Chapel,  designed  by  Pugin,  which  was  opened  in  1853. 
The  school  accommodation  now  includes  provision  for  170  boys,  of 
whom  50  have  private  rooms.  It  stands  high,  in  an  un usually 
healthy  position,  the  soil  being  gravel.  There  is  a  tepid  swimming 
bath,  a  gymnasium,  and  separate  fields  for  football  and  cricket.  The 
infirmary  is  in  a  separate  wing  of  the  main  building,  and  is  under 
the  supervision  of  a  resident  trained  nurse. 

The  course  of  studies  is  adapted  for  candidates  for  the  priesthood, 
or  for  those  destined  for  professional  or  commercial  life.  The  whole 
school  is  examined  annually  under  the  direction  of  the  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  Schools  Examination  Board,  and  the  boys  are  prepared 
for  the  examinations  for  certificate.
